CHAPTER II. 

1 Christ turneth water into toine ; 12 departeth 
into Capernaum, and to Jerusalem, 14 where 
he purgeth the temple of buyers and sellers. 19 
Heforetelleth his death and resurrection. S3 
Many believed because of his miracles, but he 
would not trust himself with them. 
And the third dnj there van a marriage in Cana 

at Galilee ; and the mother of Jesua was there : 

2 And both Jesus wag called, and his disciples, 
to the marriage. 

3 And when they wanted wine, the mother of 
Jeaue saith unto him. They have no wine. 

4 Jeans saith nnto her, Woman, what have I to 
do with thee .'' mine hour is not yet come. 

5 His mother saith unto the servants, Whatso- 
«Ter he saith unto you, do it. 

fi And there were set there six waterpota of 
stone, after the manner of the purifying of the 
Jews, containing two or three firkins apiece. 

7 Jesus saith unto them. Fill the waterpots with 
water. Aud they filled them up to the brim. 

8 And he saith unto them. Draw out now, snd 
bear nnto the gorernor of the feast. And they bare 
it. 

9 When the ruler of the feast had tasted the 
water that was made wine, and knew not whence 
it was ; (but the servants which drew the water 
knew ;) the governor of the feast called the bride- 
jTOom. 

10 And saith unto him, Every man at the be- 
finning ^oth set forth good wine ; and when men 
have well drunk, then that which is worse : but 
thon hast kept the good wine until now. 

11 This beginning of miracles did Jesus in Cana 
of Gi^ilee, and manifested forth his glory ; and his 
disciples believed on him.

Take 
these things hence ; make not my Father's house 
an house of merchandise. 

X7 And his disciples remembered that it waa 
written.

18 ^ Then answered the Jews and said unto 
him, Vt hat sign shewest thou unto us, seeing that 
thou doest these things ? 

Id Jesus answered and said unto them. Destroy 
this temple, and in three days I will raise it np. 

20 Then said the Jews, Forty and six years wai 
this temple in building, and wilt thou rear it up in 
three days ? 

21 But he spake of the temple of his body. 

22 When therefore he was risen from the dead, 
his disciples remembered that he had said thi* 
anto them ; and they believed the Scripture, and 
the word which Jesus had said. 

23 ^ Now when he was in Jerusalem at tha 
passover, in the feast day, many believed in his 
name, when they saw the miracles which he did. 

24 But Jesus did not commit himself unto them, 
Ibecauge he knew all men, 

25 And needed not that any ehoold testify of 
Ban ; for he knew what was io man.

CHAPTER III. 

1 Christ teacheth Nicodemua the neceaaity of re- 
generation. 14 Of faith in his death. IS 
The great love of God towards the world. 18 
Condemnation for unbelief . 23 The baptism, 
witness, and doctrine of John concerning 
Christ. 

TuEKE was a man of the Pharisees, named Ni- 
•odemuB, a ruler of the Jews : 

2 The same came to Jesus by night, and said 
Quto him, Rabbi, we know that thou art a teacher 
come from God : for do man can do these miracles 
that thou doest, except God be with him. 

3 Jesns answered and said nnto him. Verily, 
verily. I say unto thee, Except a man be born 
again, he cannot see the kingdom of God. 

4 Nicodemus saith unto him, How can a man 
be born when he is old ? can he enter the second 
time into his mother''s womb, and be bom ? 

6 Jesus answered. Verily, verily, I say unto 
thee. Except a man be bom of water and of the 
Spirit, he cannot enter into the kingdom of God. 

6 That which is born of the Heah is flesh ; and 
that which is born of \he Spirit is spirit. 

7 Marvel not that I said unto thee. Ye must 
be born again, 

8 The wind bloweth where it listeth, and tliou 
hearest the sound thereof, but canst not tell 
whence it cometh, and whither it goeth : so is 
every one that is bom of the Spirit. 

9 Nicodemns answered and said unto him, How 
can these things be ? 

10 Jesus answered and said unto him, Art thou 
a master of Israel, and knowest not these things ? 

11 Verily, verily, I say unto thee. We speak 
that we do Know, and testify that we have seen ; 
and ye receive not our witness.

12 If I have told yon earthly tlliIlg^ and ye 
believe not, how shall ye believe, if I tell yon of 
heavenly things ? 

13 And no man hath ascended up to heaven, 
but he that came down from heaven, even the Son 
of man which is in heaven. 

14 ^ And as Moses lifted up the serpent in the 
TrilderneBS, even so must the Son of man be li^ed 

"P- 

16 That whosoever believeth in him should not 
p^ish, but have eternal life. 

16 5[ Fof God so loved the world, that he gave 
his only begotten Son, that whosoever believeth in 
him should not periih, but have everlasting life. 

17 For God sent not his Son into the world to 
eondemn the world ; but that the world' through 
him might he saved. 

18^ He that believeth on him is not coodemn- 
ed : but he that believeth not' is condemned al- 
ready, because he hath not believed in the nam* 
of the only begotten Son of God. 

19 And this is the condemnation, that light is 
come into the world, and men loved darkness 
rather than light, because their deeds were evil, 

20 For every one that doeth evil hateth the 
light, neither cometh to the light, lest his deeds 
should be reproved. 

SI But he that doeth truth cometh to the light, 
that his deeds may be made manifest, that they 
are wrought in God. 

22 ^ After these things came Jesus and his 
disciples Into the land of Judea; and there he tar- 
ried with them, and baptized. 

23 5[ ^^^ J"*Ii^ ^^^ ^^^ baptized in jEnon 
near to Salim, because there was much water there \ 
and they came, and were baptized.

' 2lf For John was not yet cast into prison. 

25 V Then there arose a question between some 
of John s disciples and the Jews about purifying. 

26 And they came nnto John, and said nnte 
liiin. Rabbi, he that was with thee beyond Jordan, 
to whom thou barest witness, behold, the same 
taptizeth, and all men come to htm. 

27 John answered and said, A man can receive 
nothing, except it be given him &om heaven. 

28 Ye yonrselvea bear me witness, that I eaid, 
J am not the Christ, but that I am sent before 

29 He that hath the bride is the bridegroom : 
but the friend of the bridegroom, which standeth 
and heareth him, rejoiceth greatly because of the 
bridegroom's voice : this my joy therefore is ful- 
filled. 

30 He must increase, but I must decrease. 

31 He that cometh from above is above all : he 
that is of the earth is earthly, and apeaketh of tJie 
earth : he that cometh from heaven ie above all. 

32 And what he hath seen and heard, that he 
testifieth ; and no man receiveth hie testimony. 

33 He that hath received his testimony hath set 
to his seal that God is true. 

34f For he whom God hath sent speaketh the 
words of God; for God giveth not the Spirit by mea- 
sure tmto him. 

35 The Father loveth the Sob, and hath given 
all things into his hand. 

36 He that believeth on the Son hath everlast- 
ing life : and he that believeth not the Son shall 
not Me life ; but the wrath of God abideth oa him.

CHAPTER IV. 

1 Christ talketh with a woman of Samaria, and 
rev6aleih himself ttnt& her. 27 His disciples 
marvel. 31 Jie declareth to them hia xealfor 
God's glory. 39 Many Samaritans beUewe on 
him. 43 He departeth into Gahlee, and heat- 
eth the ruler's son tfiat lay sick at Capernaum. 

When therefore the Lord knew how the Pha- 
risees had heard that Jeaus made and baptized 
more disciples than John, 

2 (Though Jesus himself baptized not, but his 
disciples,) 

3 He left Judea, and departed ^ain into Galilee. 

4 And he must needs go through Samaria. 

5 Then cometh he to a city of Samaria, which 
is called Sychar, near to the parcel of ground that 
Jacob gave to bis son Joseph. 

6 Now Jacob's well was there. Jesus there- 
fore, being wearied with his journey, sat thus oo 
the well ; and it was about the sixth hour. 

7 There cometh a woman of Samaria to draw 
water : Jesus saith unto her. Give me to drink. 

8 (For his disciples were gone away unto the 
city to buy meat.) 

9 Then saith the woman of Samaria unto him, 
How is it that thou, being a Jew, askest drink of 
me, which am a woman of Samaria ? for the Jews 
have no dealings with the Samaritans. 

10 Jesus answered and said unto her, If thou 
kneweat the gift of God, and who it is that saith 
to thee, Give me to drink ; thou wouldest have 
asked of him, and he would have givt-n thee living 
water. 

11 The woman saith unto him. Sir, thou hast 
nothing to draw with, and the well is deep : from 
whence then hast thou that living water ? 
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ST. JOHN. CHAP. IT. 

12 Art thou greater than our father Jacoli, 
which gave ua the well, and drank thereof himself, 
and his children, and hU cattle ? 

13 J*sus answered and said unto her, WTioBO- 
ever drinketh of this water shall thirst a^ain : 

14 But whosoever drinketh of the water that 1 
shall ffive him shall never thirst ; but the water 
that I shall give liim shall be in him a well of 
water springing up into everlasting life. 

15 The woman saith unto him, Sir, give me thia 
water, that I thirst not, neither come hither to 
draw. 

16 JemiB saith nnto her, Go, c^l thy husbsiif^ 
and come hither. 

17 The woman answered and said, I have no 
husband. Jesus said unto her. Thou hast well said, 
I have no husband : 

18 For thou hast had five husbands;, and h* 
whom thou now hast is not thy husband : in that 
saidst thou truly. 

19 The woman saith unto him, Sir, I perceive 
tiiat thou art a prophet. 

20 Our Fathers worshipped in this nountain ; 
and ye say, that in Jerusalem is the place where 
men ought to worship. 

21 Jesua saith unto her, woman, believe me, 
the hour Cometh, when ye shall neither in this 
mountain, nor yet at Jerusalem, worship the Fa- 
ther. 

22 Ye worship ye know not what ; we know 
what we worship ; for salvation is of the Jews. 

23 But the hour cometh, and now is, when the 
true worshippers shall worship the Father in spirit 
and io truth : for the Father seeketh such to wor- 
ship him. 

21 God is a Spirit : and they that worship him I 
must worship kim in spirit and in truth. 
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BT. JOHN. CHAP. IT. 

25 The votnau saith nnto him, I know that 
Mesaias eometh, which is called Christ : when he 
ia come, he will tell us ail things. 

26 Jesus aaith unto her, I that speak onto thee 
am he. 

27 ^ And upon this came his disciples, and 
marvelled that he talked with the woman : jet do 
man said, What seekest thou? or Why talkest 
thou with her ? 

28 The woman then left her waterpot, and 
went her way into the city, and saith to the men, 

29 Come, see a man, which told me all tlungv 
that ever I did : is not (his the Christ ? 

30 Then they went out of the city, and came 
unto him. 

31 ^ In the mean while his disciples prayed 
him, saying. Master, eat. 

32 But he said unto them, I have meat to eat 
that ye know not of. 

33 Therefore said the disciples one to another. 
Hath any man brought him ought to eat P 

34 Jesus saith unto them, My meat is to do the 
will of him that sent me, and to finish his work. 

35 Say not ye. There are yet four months, and 
then. Cometh harvest ? behold, I say unto you. 
Lift up your eyes, and look on the fields ; for they 
are white already to harvest. 

36 And he that reapeth receiveth wages, and 
gathereth fruit unto life eternal : that both he that 
Boweth and he that reapeth may rejoice together. 

37 And herein is that saying true. One soweth 
and another reapeth. 

38 I sent you to reap that whereon ye bestow 
ed no labour : other men laboured, and ye are en- 
tered into their labours. 

39 ^ And many of the Samaritans of that city 
believed on him !iir the saying of the woman, which 
teutified, He told me all that ever I did. 
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ST. JOHN. CHAP. IV. 

40 So when the Samaritans were come onto him, 
they besought him that he would tarry with them : 
and he abode there two days. 

41 And miuiy more believed because of his own 
word ; 

42 And said unto the woman. Now we believe, 
not because of thy saying ; for we have heard Aim 
ourselves, and know that this is indeed the Christ, 
the Saviour of the world, 

43 51 Now afler two days he departed thence, 
and went into Galilee.. 

44 For Jesus himself testified, that a prophet 
hath no honour in his own country. 

45 Then when he was come into Galilee, the 
Galileans received him, having seen all the thinga^^ 
that he did at Jerusalem at the feast : for they also 
went unto the feast. 

46 So Jesus came again into Cana of Galilee, 
where he made the water wine. And there was a 
certain nobleman, whose son was sick at Caper- 
naum. 

47 When he heard that Jesus was come out of 
Judea into Galilee, he went unto him, and besought 
him that he would come down, and heal his son : 
for he was at the point of death. 

48 Then said Jesus unto him, Except ye see 
signs and wonders, ye will not believe. 

49 The nobleman saith unto him, Sir, come 
down ere my child die. 

50 Jesus saith unto him, Go thy way ; thy son 
liveth. And the man believed the word that Jesus 
had spoken unto him, and he went his way. 

51 And as he was now going down, his servants 
met him, and told him, saying, Thy son liveth. 

52 Then enquired he of them the hour when he 
began to amend. And they said unto him. Yes- 
terday at the seventh hour the fever left him. 
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ST. JOHN. CHAP, T, 

58 So the father tnew that U was at the same 
hour, in the which Jesus said unto him. Thy son 
liveth : and himself heheved, and his whole house. 

64 This is again the second miracle that Jesus 
did, when he was come ont of Judea into Galilee. 

CHAPTER V. 

1 Jemt on the sabbath day cureth him that toaa 
diseased e^ht and thirty years. 10 7'Ae Jews 
therefore cavil, and persecute him for it. 17 
He answereth far himself, and reproveth them, 
skewing by the testimony of his Father, 32 of 
John, SG of his works, 39 and of the scriptures, 
who he is. 

Aftxb this there was a feast of the Jews ; and 
Jesus went up to Jerusalem. 

2 Nov there is at Jerusalem hy the sheep mar- 
ket a pool, which is called in the Hebrew tongue 
Bethesda, having five porches. 

3 In these lay a ^eat multitude of impotent 
folk, of blind, halt, withered, waiting for the mov- 
ing of the water, 

4 For an angel went down at a certain season 
into the pool, and troubled the water : whosoever 
then first after the troubling of the water stepped in 
was made whole of whatsoever disease he bad. 

6 And a certain man was there, which had an 
infirmity thirty and eight years. 

6 When Jesus saw him lie, and knew that lie 
had been now a long time in that case, he saith 
unto him, Wilt thou be made whole ? 

7 The impotent man answered him. Sir, I hava 
no man, when the water is troubled, to put me 
into the pool : but while I am coming, another 
eteppetb down before me. 

Coo>;lc 
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- (T. JOHN^ CITAF. T.;> 

S ^€9119 saith unto him, Rise, take ap tliy Titei, 
and walk. 

9 And immediately the man waa made whole, 
and took up his bed, and walked : and on th« 
same day was the sabbath. 

10 ^ The Jewa therefore said unto him that 
was cured, it is the sabbath day : it is not lawful 
for thee to carry thy bed. 

11 He answered them. He that made me whole, 
the same said unto me, Take up thy bed, and 
walk. 

12 Then asked they him. What man is that 
wliich said unto thee, Take up thy bed, and walk f 

13 And he that was healed wist not who it 
was ; for Jesus had conveyed himself away, a 
multitude being in thai place. 

14 Afterward Jesus findeth him in the temple, 
and said unto him, Behold, thou art made whole : 
sin no more, lest a worse thing come unto thee. 

15 The man departed, and told the Jews thai 
it was Jesus, which had made him whole. 

16 And therefore did the Jews persecute Jesus, 
and sought to slay him, because he had done these 
things on the sabbath day. 

17 ^ But Jesus answered them, My Father 
worketh hitherto, and, I work. 

1 8 Therefore the Jews sought the more to kill 
him, because he not only had broken the sabbath^ 
but said also that God was his father, making him- 
|elf eqnal with God. 

19 Then answered Jesus and said unto them, 
"Verily, verily, I say unto you. The Son can do 
nothing of himself, but what he seeth the Father 
do ; for what things soever he doetli, these also 
doeth'the Son likewise. 
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BT. JOBH. CBAti T. 

20 For the Father loveth the Son, and sheweth 
him all things that himself doeth: and he wiU 
shew him greater works than these, that ye may 
maryel. 

21 For as the Father raieeth up the dead, and 
quiclieiieth them ; even bo the Son quickeneth 
whom he will. 

22 For the Father Jndgeth no man, bat hath 
committed all judgment unto the Son : 

23 That all men should honour the Son, even 
as they honour the Father. He that honoareth 
not the Son, honoureth not the Father which hath 
■ent him. 

24 Verily, verily, I say nnto you. He that hear- 
eth my word, and believeth on him that sent me, 
hath everlasting life, and ehall not come into con- 
demnation ; but IB passed from death nnto life. 

25 Verily, verily, I say unto you. The hour ii 
coming, and now is, when the dead shall hear the 
voice of the Son of God: and they that hear shall 
five. 

26 For as the Father hath life in himself; so 
hath he given to the Sod to have life in himself; 

27 And hath given him authority to execute 
judgment also, because he is the Son of man. 

28 Marvel not at this : for the hour is coming, 
in the which all that are in the graves sliall hear 
his voice, 

29 And shall come forth ; they that have done 
good, unto tlie resurrection of life ; and they that 
have done evil unto the resurrection of damna- 
tion. 

30 I can of mine own self do nothing ; as I hear, 
I judge ; and my judgment is just ; because I seek 
not mine own will, but the will of the Father 
'which hath Bent me. 
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ST. JOHN. CHAr. V, 

31 If I bear witness of myself, my witness is 
not true. 

32 ^ There is another that beareth witness of 
me ; and I know that the witness which he wit- 
Besseth of me is true. 

33 Ye sent unto John, and he bear witness unto 
the truth. 

34 But I receive not testimony from man : bat 
these things T say, that ye might be saved. 

35 He was a burning and a shining light : and 
ye were willing for a season to rejoice in his light. 

36 ^ But I have greater witness than that of 
John : for the works which the Father hath given 
me to finish, the same works that I do, bear wit- 
ness of me, that the Father hath sent me. 

37 And the Father himself, which hath sent me, 
hath borne witness of me. Ye have neither heard 
his voice at any time, nor seen his shape. 

38 And ye have not his word abiding in you: 
for whom he hath sent, him ye believe not. 

39 ^ Search thescriptures; forin them ye think 
ye have eternal life: and they are they which tes- 
tify of me, 

. 40 And ye will not come to me, that y© might 
have life. 

41 I receive not honour from men. 

42 But I know you, that ye have not the ]ov« 
of God in you, 

43 I am come in my Father's name, and ye re- 
ceive me not : if another shall come in his own 
name, him ye will receive. 

44 How can ye believe, which receive honour 
one of another, and seek not the honour that 
'ometA from God only ?

45 Do not think that I will accose yon to the 
Father : there is one that accusetb you, even Moses, 
in whom ye trust. 

46 For had ye believed Moses, ye would have 
believed me : for he wrote of me. ' 

47 But if ye believe not his writings, how shall 
ye believe my words ? 

CHAPTER VI. 

1 Christ feedeth Jive thousand men with five 
loaves and two fishes. 15 Thereuport the 
people would Have made him king. 16 Bui 
withdrawing himself, he walked on the sea to 
his disciples : 26 reprovetk the people fiocking 
after him, and all the fleshly hearers of his 
word : 32 declareth himself to be the bread 
of life to believers. 66 Mani/ disciples depart 
from him. 68 Peter confesseth him. 70 Ju- 
das is a devil. 
Aptek these things Jesua went over the aea 

of Galilee, which b the sea of Tiberias. 

2 And a great multitude followed him, because 
they saw his miracles which he did on them that 
were diseased. 

3 And Jesus went up into a mountain, and 
there he sat with his disciples. 

4 And the passover, a feast of the. Jews, wiu 
nigh. 

5 ^ When Jesus then lifted up his eyes, and 
saw a great company come unto him, he saith unto 
Philip, Whence shall we buy bread, that these 
may eat F 

6 And this he said to prove him : for he him- 
self knew what he would do. 

7 Philip answered bim, Two hundred penny- 
worth of bread is not sufficient for them, that 
every one of them may take a'little. 

8 One of his disciples, Andrew, Simon Peters 
brother, saith unto him, 
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BT. JOBM. CHAP. YI, 

9 There is a lad here, which hath five barley 
loaves, and two small fishes : but what are they 
among so many P 

10 And Jesus said, Ma,ke the men sit down. 
Now there was much grass in the place. So the 
men sat down, in number about five thousand. 

11 And Jesus took the loaves; and when ha 
bad given thanks, he distributed to the disciples, 
and the disciples to them that were set down ; and 
likewise of the fishes as much as they would. 

12 When they were filled, he said unto his dis- 
ciples. Gather up the fragments that remain, that 
Hothiug be lost. 

13 Therefore they gathered them together, and 
filled twelve baskets with the fragments of the five 
barley loaves, which remained over and above un- 
to them that had eaten. 

14 Then those men, when they had seen the 
miracle that Jesus did, said. This is of a truth that 
prophet that should come into the world. 

15 51 When Jesus therefore perceived that they 
would come and take him by force, to make him 
a king, he departed again into a mountain himself 
alone. 

16 And when even was now come, his disciples 
went down nnto the sea, 

17 And entered into a ship, and went over the 
sea toward Capernaum, And it was now dark, 
and Jesns was not come to them. 

18 And the sea arose by reason of a great wind 
that blew. 

19 So when they had rowed about five and 
twenty or thirty furlongs, they see Jesus walking 
on the sea, and drawing nigh unto the ship : and 
they were afraid. 

20 But he saith unto them, It is I ; be not afrwd. 

21 Then they willingly received him into the 
ship : and immediately the ship waa at the land 
whither they went. 
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22 ^ The day followiii|r, wlien tbe peopU vbich 
stood on the other side of tbe eea saw that there 
was none other boat there, save that one ffhereia- 
to his disciples were entered, and that Jesus went 
not with his disciples into tbe boat, but that his 
disciples were gone aivay alone ; 

23 ( Howbeit there came other boats from Ti- 
berias nigh unto the place where they did eat bread, 
after that the Lord bad given thanks :) 

24 When the people therefore saw that Jesaa 
was not there, neither his disciples, they also took 
nhipping, and came to Caperuanm, seeking for Je- 
sus. 

25 And when they had foand him on the other 
nde of the sea, they said nnto him, Rabbi, when 
earnest thoa hither F 

26 Jesna answered them and said, Verily, rerily, 
I say nnto yon, Ye seek me, not because ye sair 
the miracles, but because ye did eat of the loares, 
and were filled. 

27 Labour not for tbe meat which perisheth, but 
for that meat which endoreth nnto everlasting life, 
which the Son of man shall give unto you : for him 
hath God the Father sealed. 

28 Then said they unto him. What shall we do, 
that we might work the works of God ? 

29 Jesus answered and said unto them, This i« 
the work of God, that ye believe on him whom he 
hath sent. 

SO They said therefore unto him, What sign 
ehewest thou then, that we may see, and beiievs 
thee ? what dost thou work P 

31 Our fathers did eat manna in the desert; as 
it is written. He gave them bread from heaven to 
eat. 

32 Then Jesus said unto them, Verily, verily, 
I say unto you, Moses gave you not that bread from 
heaven ; but my father giveth you the true breaA 
from heaven. 
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■T. JOHN. CHA?; TI, 

- 88 For tike bread of God !s he which cometli 
down from heaven, and giveth life unto the world/ 

34 Then said they unto him, Lord, evermore 
give us this bread. 

35 And Jesns Baid unto them, I am the bread 
of life : he that cometh to me shall never hunger ) 
and he that believeth on me shall never thirst. 

86 Bat I said unto you, That ye also have seen 
me, and believe not. 

37 All that the Father giveth me shall come to 
me : and him that cometh to me I will in no wise 
east out. 

38 For I came down from heaven, not to do 
mine own will, but the will of him that sent me. 

39 And this is the Father's will which hath sent 
me, that of all which he hath gives me I should 
lose nothing, but ehould raise it up again at th« 
last day. 

40 And this is the will of him that sent me, that 
«very one which seeth the Son, and believeth on 
him, may have everlasting life : and I will raise 
him up at the last day. 

41 The Jews then murmured at him, because 
lie said, I am the bread which came down from 
heaven. 

42 And they said, Is not this Jesus, the son of 
Joseph, whose father and mother we know ? how 
is it then that he saith, I came down from heaven ? 

43 Jesus therefore answered and said unto them. 
Murmur not among yourselves. 

- 44 No man can come to me, except the Father 
which hath sent me draw him : and I will raise 
him up at the last day. 

45 It is written in the prophets, And they shall 
he all taught of Ood. Every man therefore that 
hatb heara, and bath learned of the Father, cometh 
■nto me. 
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»T. JOBH. CAHr. TT. 

4S Not that any man hath seen the Father, wire 
no which is of God, he hath seen the Father, 

47 Verily, verily, I say nnto you, He that belie¥- 
tth 00 me hath everlasting life. 

48 I am that bread of life, 

49 Your fathers did eat manna in the wilderness 
and are dead. 

50 This ia the bread which cometh down from 
heaven, that a man may eat thereof, and not die. 

51 I am the living bread which came down from 
heaven : if any man eat of this bread, he shall live 
for ever : and the bread that I will give is my fleah, 
which I will give for the life of the world. 

52 The Jews therefore strove among themselves. 
Baying, How can this man give us kia flesh to eat ? 

53 Then Jesus said unto them. Verily, verily, I 
say nnto you. Except ye eat the flesh of the Son of 
man, and drink his blood, ye have no life in yon. 

5i Whoso eatetli my flesh, and drinketh my 
blood, hath eternal life ; and I will raise him up 
at the last day. 

55 For my flesh is meat indeed, and my blood 
is drink indeed. 

56 He that eateth my flesh, and drinketh my 
blood, dwelleth in me, and I in him. 

67 As the living Father hath sent me, and I 
Kve by the Father : so he that eateth me, even he 
shall live by me. 

58 This is that bread which came down from 
heaven ; not as your fathers did eat manna, aai 
are dead : he that eateth of this bread shall live 
for ever. 

59 These things said he ia the aynajofrue, aa h* 
taught in Capernaum. 
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60 Many therefore of his disciples, when they 
had heard tkU, said, This ie an hard sayiiig ; who 
can hear it ? 

61 When Jesus tnewin himself that his disciples 
murmured at it, he said unto them, Doth this of- 
fend you ? 

62 What and if ye shall see the Son of man 
ascend up where he was before ? 

63 It iR the spirit that quickeneth ; the flesh pro- 
fiteth nothing : the word^ that I speak unto you, 
they are epirit, and they are life. 

64 But there are some of you that believe not. 
For Jesus knew from the beginning who they wera 
that beUeved not, and who should betray him. 

65 And he said. Therefore said I unto you, that 
Qo man can come unto me, except it were giren 
unto him of my Father. 

66 ^ From that time many of his disciples went 
hack, and walked no more with him. 

67 Then said Jesus unto the twelve. Will ye 
also go away ? 

68 Then Simon Peter answered hira, Lord, to 
whom shall we go P thou hast the words of eternal 
life. 

69 And we believe and are sure that thou art 
that Christ, the Son of the living G-od. 

70 Jesus answered them. Have not I chosen 
you twelve, and one of you is a devil ? 

71 He spake of Judas Iscariot^A«8o»of Simon: 
fpr he it was that should betray him, being oa$ of 
the twelve. 
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«T. JOHH. CHAP. Til. 

CHAPTER Vn. 

1 Jesus reproveth the af^ntion and botdneaa of his 
kinsmen : 10 goeth up from GaUtee to the feast 
of tabernacles: 14 teaeketh in the temple. 40 
Divers opinitms of him among the people. 45 
The Pharisees are angry that their oncers took 
Mm not, and chide with Nicodemua for taking 
his part. 

After these tilings Jesns walked in Galilee : for 
Le would not walk in Jewry, because the Jemi 
sought to kill him. 

2 Now the Jews' feast of tabernacles was at 
hand. 

3 His brethren therefore said unto him, Depart 
hence, and go into Judea, that thy disciples also 
may see the works that thou doest. 

4 For there is no man that doeth any thing in 
secret, and he himself seeketh to be known openly. 
If thou doihese things, shew thyself to the world. 

5 For neither did his brethren beliere in him. 

6 Then Jesus said uuto them, My time is not 
yet come : but your time is alway ready. 

. 7 The world cannot hate yon ; but me it hateUi, 
because 1 testify of it, that the works thereof arc 
evil. 

8 Go ye up unto this feast : I go not up yet onta 
this feast ; for my time is not yet iiill come. 

9 When he had said these words unto them, he 
abode still in Galilee. 

10 ^ But when his brethren were gone op, then 
went he also up unto the feast, not openly, but as 
it were in secret. 

1 1 Then the Jews sought him at the feast, and 
said, Where is he ? 

12 And there was much murmuring; among tl)e 
people concerning him : for some said. He is a good 
man : others said. Nay ; but be deceireth the 
people. 
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BT. JOHN. CHAP. Til. 

13 Howbeit no man spake openly of him for 
fear of the Jews. 

14 ^ Now about the midst oFthe feast Jesms 
irent up into the temple, and taught. 

16 And the Jews marvelled, saving. How know- 
cth this man letters, having never learDed ? 

1 6 Jesos answered them, and said, My doctrine 
is not mine, but hie that sent me. 

17 If any man will do hie will, he shall know 
of the doctrine, whether it be of God, or whether 
1 speak of myself. 

18 He that speaketh of himself seeketh his own 
glory : but he that seeketh his glory that sent him, 
the same is true, and no unrighteousness is in him. 

19 Did not Moses give you the law, and yH 
none of you keepeth the law ? Why go ye about 
to kill me ? 

20 The people answered and said. Thou haat 
B devil : who goeth about to kill thee P 

SI JesuB answered and said unto them, I have 
done one work, and ye all marvel. 

22 Moses therefore gave unto you circumcision; 
(not because it is of Moses, but of the fathers ;) 
and ye on the sabbath day circumcise a man. 

23 If a man on the sabbath day receive circum- 
cision, that the law of Moses should not be broken; 
are ye angry at me, because I have made a man 
every wliit whole on the sabbath day ? 

2i Judge not according to the appearance, but 
Judge righteous judgment, 

25 Then ^d some of them of Jerusalem, Is not 
this he, whom they setk to kill ? 
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ST. lOHir. CHAr. TIT. 

26 But, lo, he Bpenlceth boldly, and they Bay 
nothiDK unto faint. Do the rulers know indeed 
that thia ia the very Christ ? 

27 Howbeit we know this man whence he is : 
hut when Cbriet cometh, no uian knoweth whenoo 
he ia. 

28 Then cried Jesus in the temple as he tanght, 
saying, Ye both know me, and ye know whence I 
am : and I am not come of myad^ bat he that 
gent me is true, whom ye know not. 

29 Bat I know him : for I am from him, Mid 
be hath sent me. 

30 Then they sought to take him : bnt no mas 
laid hands on him, becauae hia hour was not yet 
come. 

31 And many of the people believed on him, au^ 
said, When Christ cometh, will he do more mini* 
tiee than these which this man hath done f 

32 51 The Pharisees heard that the people 
murmured sach things conceming him ; wid the 
Pharisees and the chief priests sent officers to take 
him. 

33 Then said Jesus nnto them. Yet a little 
while am I with yon, and then I go unto him that 
sent me. 

Si Ye shall seek pe, and shall not find me: and 
where I am, thither ye canuot come. 

85 Then said the Jews among themselves. Whi- 
ther will he go, that we shall not find himF will 
be go unto the dispersed among the Gentiles, aoA 
teach the Gentiles ? 

36 What manner o/ saying is this that he said, 
Te shall seek me, and shall not find »)«.- and 
where I am, thither ye cannot come ?" 

37 In the last day, that great daf of the feast, 
Jesus stood and cried, saying. If any uaa thirat, 
let him eome unto m^ and dnuk. 
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«T. JOBS. CHAP. Til. 

S8 He tLat beli«Teth on me, bb tlie scriptore 
hath said, out of bis belly Bhall &ow rivers of Uving 
water. 

39 (But this spake he of the Spirit, which thej 
that believe on him should receive : for the Holy 
Ghost waa not yet gioen ,- because that Jesus was 
not yet glorified-) 

iO V Many of the people therefore, when they 
heard this saying, said. Of a truth this is the Pro- 
phet. 

41 Others said, This ia the Christ. But some 
said, Bhall Christ come out of Galilee ? 

42 Hath not the scripture said, That Christ 
Cometh of the seed of David, and out of the town 
of Bethlehem, where David was ? 

43 So there was a division among the people 
because of him. 

44 And some of them would have taken him ; 
but no man laid hands on him. 

45 ^ Then came the officers to the chief priests 
and Pharisees; and tliey said unto tlieiii, Whjr 
have ye not brought him ? 

46 The officers answered. Never man spake 
like this man. 

47 Then answered them the Pharisees, Are ye 
also deceived f 

48 Have any of the rulers or of the Pharisees 
believed ou him ? 

49 But this people who knoweth not the Jaw 
are cursed, 

50 Nicndemns uaith unto them, Qie that came 
to Jesus Uy nigiit, being one of them,) 

51 Doth our law jud^e iny man, before it hear 
him. and know what he doeth ? 

52 They answered and said unto him. Art thoa 
also of Galilee P Seaioh, and look ; for out of 
palilee ariseLh no prophet. 

£3 And every man went onto his own bouse. 
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ST. JOON. CHAV. Tilt* 

CHAPTER VIII. 

1 Chriit delivereth the woman taken in odutter^. 
12 He pretirbeth himself the light of the worlds 
and juatijieth his doctrine: 33 answereth the 
Jewn that boasted of Abrahnm^ 59 and con- 
teyeth himself from their cruelty. , 

Jebds went unto the mount of Olives. 
S And early in the morning he came ngain int^ 

the temple, and all the people cauie nnto him ; and 

be sat down, and taught them. 

3 And the scribes and Pliarlseea brought unto 
itiin a woman taken in adultery ; and when the^ 
liad set her in the midst, 

4 They say unto him Maflter, this womaii 
Iras taken in adnhery, in the very act. 

5 Now Moses in the law commanded us, that 
snch should be stoned : but what eayest thou P 

6 Thia they said, tempting him, that thej^ 
Might haye to accuse him. But Jesus stooped 
down, and with Am finger wrote ou the ground, 
08 thi'vgh he heard them not. 

7 So when they continued asking him, he lifted 
bp himself, and said unto them. He that is witbr 
out sin among you, let him first cast a stOD« at 
ber. 

8 And agEun he stooped down, and wrote on thfl 
gronnd. 

. 9 And they which beard it, being coDvict«d bj 
their own conscience, went out one by one, begia-' 
ing at the eldest, even onto the last : and Jesus 
Was left alone, and the woman standing in the 
midst. 

10 When JesuB had lifted up himself, and saw 
none but the woman, he said unto her, Woman, 
where are those thine accusers ? bath no man coa- 
demued theeP 

11 She said. No man. Lord. And J^aus s^d 
bnto her. Neither do I condenm thee: go, aadsu 
|U) Duire. 
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ST. JORK. CFAF. VIII. 

12 5r I'^BH Spake Jeeog again unto theiri, say- 
ing, I am the light of the world : he that follow- 
eth me shall not walk in daikDess, but shall have . 
the light of life. 

13 The Pharisees therefore said unto him. Thou 
bearest record of thyself ; thy record is not tme. 

14 Jesus answered and said unto them, Though 
1 bear record of myself, yet my record la tme : ft>r 
I know whence I came, and whither I go ; but ye 
cannot tell whence I come, and whither I go. 

15 Ye judge after the flesh ; I judge no man. 

16 And yet if I judge, my judgment is tme ; for 
I am not alone, but I and the Father that sent me. 

17 It is also written in yont law, that the tes- 
timony of two men is true. 

18 lam one that bear witness of myself, and 
the Father that sent me beareth witness of me. 

19 Then said they nnto him. Where is thy Fa- 
ther ? Jesus answered. Ye neither know me, nor 
my Father : if ye had known me, ye should hav« 
known my Father also. 

20 These words spake Jesns in the treasury, as 
he taught in the temple : and no man laid hands 
on him ; for his Lour was not yet come. 

21 Then said Jesus again unto them, I go my 
way, and ye shall seek me, and shall die in your 
BJns ; whither I go, ye cannot come. 

22 Then said the Jews, Will he kill himsdf( 
because he saith, Whither I go, ye canitob come. 
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ST. low. CHAP, vni^ 

S3 And he said unto them, Ye are from 1m- 
Ueath ; I am from above : ye are of Uua warli t 
t am not of this vorld. 

24 I said therefore onto jon, t^st ye shall die 
in yonr your sios : for if ye belisTe uot that I am 
he, ye shall die in your eiua. 

25 Then said they unto him, Who art thooP 
And Jeens aaith unto them, Eren the same that I 
•aid unto yoa from the beg^ning. 

26 1 have many tbinge to say and to judge <^ 
joa : but he that sent me is true ; and I sp^k to 
the world those things which I have heard of him. 

27 They understood not that be spake to them 
ofthe Father. 

28 Then said Jesns unto them, When ye hara 
, lifted up the Son of man, then shall ye know that 

I am he, and that 1 do nothing of myself ; but as 
my Father hath taught me, I speak these things. 

29 And he that sent me is witii me : the Father 
hath not left me alone; for 1 do always thoM 
things that please him. 

30 As he spake these words, many believed oo 

31 Then said Jesus to those Jews which belier* 
ed on him, if ye continue in my word, then are ye 
my disciples indeed ; 

32 And ye shall know the truth, and the trntll 
shall make you free. 

38 % They answered him, We be Abraham's 
seed, and were never in bondage to any man: 
how sayeat thou. Ye shall be made free. 

34 JesuB answered them. Verily, verily, I say 
unto yon, Whosoever committeth sin is the sef 
vant of sin. 
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ST, JOHN. CHAP. VIII, 

35 And the servant abideth not in the house for 
ever : but the Sou abideth ever, 

36 If the son therefore shall make yon free, ye 
shall be free indeed. 

37 I know that ye are Abraham^s seed ; bat ye 
seek to kill me, because my word hath no place in 
you. 

38 I speak that which I have seen with my Fa- 
ther : and ye do that which ye have seen with 
your father. 

39 They answered and said unto him, Abraham 
is our father. Jesus saith unto them. If ve were 
Abraham's children, ye would do the works of 
Abraham. 

40 But now ye seek to kill me, a man that hath 
told you the truth, which 1 have beard of God : 
this did not Abraham. 

41 Ye do the deeds of your father. Then said 
they to him. We be not bom of fornication ; we 
have one Father, even God. 

42 Jesus said unto them, If God were your Far 
ther, ye would love me : for I proceeded forth and 
came from God ; neither came I of myself, but he 
sent me. 

43 Why do ye not understand my speech? even 
because ye cannot hear my word. 

44 Ye are of your father the devil, aod the 
lusts of your father ye will do. He was a murder- 
er from the beginning, and abode not in the truth, 
because there is no truth in him. When he speak- 
eth a lie, he speaketh of his own : for he is a liar, 
and the father of it. 

45 And because I tell you the truth, ye believe 
me not. 

46 Which of you convinceth me of sin ? And 
if I say the truth, why do ye not believe me ? 
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47 He that is of God heareth God's words : ye 
therefore hear them not, because ye are not ef 
God. 

48 Tlien answered the Jews, and said unto him. 
Say we not well that thou art a Samaritan, and 

hast a devil ? 

49 Jeaus answered, I have not a devil ; but I 
honour my Father, and ye do dishonour me. 

50 And I seek not mine own glory : there is 
one that seeketh and judgeth. 

51 Verily, verily, I say unto you, If a man 
beep my saying, he shall never see death. 

52 Then said the Jews unto him, Now we 
know that thou hast a devil. Abraham is dead, 
and the prophets; and thou eayest. If a mao 
keep my aaying, he shall never taste of death. 

53 Art thou greater than our father Abraham, 
which is dead P and the prophets ate dead : whom 
makest thou thyself? 

54 Jesus answered. If I honour myself, my ho- 
nour is nothing : it is my Father that honoureth 
me ; of whom ye say, that he is your God : 

55 Yet ye have not known him ; hut I know 
him : and if I should say, I know him not, I shall 
be a liar like unto you ; but I know him, and keep 
his saying, 

56 Your Father Abraham rejoiced to see my 
day : and he saw it, and was glad. 

57 Then said the Jews unto him. Thou art not 
yet fifty years old, and hast thou seen Abraham ? 

58 Jesns said unto them. Verily, verily, I say 
unto you. Before Abraham was, I am. 
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ST. JOHIT. CHAr. TX. 

59 Then took they np atones to cast at him : 

but Jesus hid himself, and went out of the tempte, 
going tbtough the midst of them, and so passed by. 

CHAPTER IX. 

1 The man that was bom blind restored to sufkt. 
IS He is brought to the Pharisees, 18 Tkey 
are offended at it, and excommunicate him: 
5^ but he is received of Jesus, and confesseth 
him. 39 Who they are whom Christ enlight' 
eneth. , 

And aa Jenus passed by, he saw a maa which 
iras blind from his birth. 

2 And his disciples asked him, saying. Master., 
who did sin, this man, or his parents, that he was 
born Mind ? 

3 Jesus answered. Neither hath this man sinned, 
nor his parents: but that the works of God should 
be made manifest in him. 

4 I must work the works of him that sent tne, 
while it is day : the night cometh, when no man 
can work. 

5 As long as I am in the world, I am the light 
of the world. 

6 When he had thus spoken, he spat on the 
ground, and made claj' of the spittle, and he anoint- 
ed the eyes of the blind man with the clay, 

7 And said unto him. Go, wash in the pool of 
Siloam, (which is by interpretation. Sent.) He 
went his way therefore, and washed, and came 
seeing. 

» ^ The neighboars therefore, and they which 
before had seen him that he was blind, said, Is not 
this he that sat and begged P 

9 Some said. This is he ; others said. He is like 
him : but he said, I am he, 

10 Therefore said they onto him, Yuv were 
thine eyes opened? 
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ST. JOHS. CHAF. IX. 

11 He answered and aaid, A man that is calleo. 
Jesus made clay, aud anointed mine eyes, and aaid 
unto me, Go to the pool of Siloam, and waett: and. 
I went and washed, and I received sight. 

12 Then said they unto him, Where is he? He 
said, I know not. 

13 ^ Theflprought to the Pharisees him that 
aforetime wasTliud. 

14 And it was the sabbah day when Jesas 
tnade the clay, and opened his eyes. . 

16 Then again the Pharisees also asked him 
how he bad received his sight. He said unto 
them, He put clay upon mine eyes, and I washed, 
sod do see. 

16 Therefore said some of the Pharisees, This 
man is not of God, because he keepeth not the 
sabbath day. Otters said. How can a man that 
is a sinner do such miracles ? And there was a 
division among them. 

17 They say unto the blind man again, What 
eayest thou of him, that he hath opened thine eyes P 
He said, He is a prophet. 

18 But the Jews did not believe concerning him 
that he had been blind, and received his sight, 
until they called the parents of him that had re- 
ceived his sight. 

19 And they asked them, saying, Is this your 
fion, who ye say was born blind ? bow then doth 
he now see ? 

20 His parents answered them and said. We 
know that this is our son, aud that he was born 
hhad: 

21 But by what means he now seeth, we know 
not; or who hath opened his eyes, we know not; 
be is of age ; ask liim ; he shaU speak for himself. 
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»T. JOHN. CHAP. IX. 



22 These words spake his parents, because they 
feared the Jews : for the Jewa had agreed already, 
that if any man did coofeas that he was Chriat, he 
should be put out of the e 



23 Therefore said his parents, He is of age ; ask 
him, 

24 Then agmn called they the man that was 
blind, and said nnto him. Give God the praise : we 
know that this man is a sinner. 

25 He answered and said, Whether he be a «n- 
ner or no, I know not : one thing I kuow, that, 
whereas 1 was blind, now I see. 

26 Then said they to him again. What did be 
to thee ? how opened he thine eyes ? 

27 He answered them, I have told you already, 
and ye did not hear : wherefore would ye hear it 
again P will ye also be his disciples P 

28 Then they reviled him, and said, Thoo art 
Lis disciple ; but we are Mosee^ disciples. 

29 We know that God spake unto Moses : aa 
for Has fellow, we know not from whence he is, 

30 The man answered and said anto them, 
Why herein is a marvellous thing, that ye know 
not from whence he is, and yet he hath opened 
inina eyes. 

31 Now we know that God hearetb not sin- 
ners : but if any man he a worshipper ftf God, and 
doeth his will, him he hearetb. 

32 Since the world began was it not heard that 
any man opened the eyes of one that was bom 
blind. 

33 If this man were not ef God, be could 4o 
pothing. 
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tT. JOHN. CHAP. X. 

34 They answered and eaid unto him, Thoa 
wast altogether boni in eins, and dost thoa teach 
us ? And they cast him out. 

35 JesuB heard that they had cast him out ; and 
vhen he had foand him, he said unto him, Dost 
thou believe on the Son of God ? 

36 He answered and said, Who is he, Lord, 
that I might belicTC on him ? 

37 And Jesus said uuto him, Thon hast hoth 
Been him, aud it is be that talketh with thee. 

38 And he sfud, Lord, I believe. And he wor- 
ihipped him. 

39 ^ And Jesus said. For judgment I am come 
into this world, that they which see not might 
see ; and thej which see might be made blind. 

40 And some of the Pharisees which were with 
him heard these words, and said unto him, Are 
we blind also P 

41 Jesus said unto them. If ye were blind, ye 
should have no sin : but now ye say, We see ; 
therefore your sin remaineth. 

CHAPTER X. 

1 Christ t« the door, on •' the good shepherd. 19 
Diners opinions of him. 24 He proveth btf his 
works that he is Christ the Son of God: 39 
escapeth the Jews, 40 and went again begond 
Jordan, where many believed on him. 

Vebilv, verily, I say unto you, He that entei^ 
eth not by the door into the sheept'old, but c-imbeth 
up some other way, the same is a thief aud a rob- 
ber. 

2 But be that entereth in by the door is the 
shepherd of the sheep. 

3 To him the porter openeth; and the sheep 
hear his voice : and he calleth his owtt sheep by 
name, and leadeth them cut. 
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ST. JOHN. CHAP. X. 

4 And when he putteth forth his own sheep, he 
goeth before them, and the sheep follow him : for 
they know his roiee. 

5 And a stranger will they not follow, bat will 
flee from him : for they know not the voice of 

strangers. 

6 This parable spake Jesos unto them : but 
theV understood not what things they were which 
he spake unto them. 

7 Then said Jesus unto them again, Verily, Te- 
rily, I say nnto you, I am the door of the sheep. 

8 All that ever came before me are thieves and 
robbeFS : but the sheep did not hear them. 

9 I am the door : by me if any man enter in, 
be shall be saved, and shall go ia and out, and 
find pasture. 

10 The thief Cometh not, but for to steal, and 
to kill, and to destroy : I am come that they 
might have life, and that they might have it more 
abundantly. 

11 I am the good shepherd: the good shep- 
herd giveth bis lire for the sheep. 

12 But he that is an hireling, and not the shep- 
herd, whose own the sheep are not, seeth the 
wolf coming, and leaveth the sheep, and fieeth : 
and the wolf catcheth them, and scattereth the 
sheep. 

13 The hireling fleeth, because he is an hire- 
ling, and careth not for the sheep, 

1 4< I am the good shepherd, and know my akeep, 
and am known of mine. 

15 As the Father knoweth me, even so know I 
the Father : and I lay down my life for the sheep. 
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W. JOHN. CBAF. X. 

16 And other sheep I hare, which are not of 
this ibid : them also 1 mnst bring, and they shall 
hear my voice ; and there shall be one fold, and 
one shepherd. 

17 Therefore doth my Father hve me, baeauae 
I lay down my life, that I might take it again. 

18 No man taketh it from me, bat I lay it down 
of myself, I hare power to lay it down, and I 
have power to take it ^ai». This commandment 
have I received of my Father. 

19 ^ There was a division therefore again 
un«ng the Jews for these sayings. 

SO And many of them said. He hath a devil* 
and is mad ; why hear ye him ? 

21 Others said. These are not the words of him 
that hath a devil. Can a devil open the eyes of 
the blind ? 

22 ^ And it was at Jerusalem the feast of the 
dedication, and it was winter. 

23 And Jesna walked in the ten^e in Solo- 
iDon''s porch. 

24 Then came the Jews round abont him, and 
said unto him, How long dost thon make us to 
doubt P If thou be the Chrbt, tell us plainly. 

25 JesBs answered them, I told yen, and ye 
believed not : the works that I do in my Father's 
name, they bear witness of me. 

26 But TO believe not, becBuseye are not*f my 
sheep, as I said unto yon. 

27 My sheep hear my voice, and I know them* 
and they follow me : 

I,., p... I- Google 
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ST. lOHH. CBAP. X. 

28 And I give unto them eternal ]ife ; and 
tbey shall never perieb, neither ehall any man 
pluck them ent of my hand. 

29 My Father, which mive them me, is greater 
than all ; and no man is aole to pluck them out of 
my Father's band. 

30 I and my Father, are one. 

31 Then the Jews took up stones again to stone 
him. 

32 Jesus answered them, Many good works 
have I showed you from my Father ; for which of 
those works do ye stone me ? 

33 The Jews answered him, saying. For a good 
work we stone thee not ; but for blasphemy ; and 
because that thou, being a man, makest thyself 
God. 

34 Jesus answered them. Is it not written in 
your law, I said. Ye are Gods ?" 

35 If be called them gods, unto whom the word 
of God came, and the scripture cannot be broken; 

36 Say ye of him, whom the Father hath sanc- 
tified, and sent into the world. Thou blasphemest ; 
because 1 said, I am the Son of God ? 

37 If I do not the works of my Father, beheve 
me not. 

38 But if I do, though ye believe not me, be- 
lieve the works : that ye may kuow, and believe, 
that the Father is in me, and I in bim. 

39 Therefore they sought again to take bim - 
but be escaped out of their band, 

40 And went away again beyotid Jordon into 
the place where John at &r6t baptized ; and therfl 
tie abode. 
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•T. simvi. ciMr. xz; 

41 And wMoy resorted iwio him, and Baid, Jolm 
did BD miracle : but ^1 t}usg« tbot John sp&ke <i£ 
tine man vere tree. 

42 And many believed on him there. 

CHAPTER XI. 
1 Christ raiaeth Lazarus, four daps tmried. 46 
Many Jews believe. 47 The high priests and 
Pharisees gather a council against Christ. 49 
Caiaph»s prophesieth. 5 4i' Jesus kid hMnself. 
56 At the passaver they enquire after kim^ tmd 
lay wait for him. 

NOW a certain man was Rick, named Le^mtub, 
of Bethany, the town of Mary and her sister Mar- 
tha. 

2 (It was that Mary which annointed the Lord 
with ointment, and wiped his feet with her hair, 
whose brother Lazarns was sick.) 

3 Therefore his sifters sent unto him, saying, 
Lord, behold, he whom thou lovest is sick. 

4 When Jesus heard that, he said. This sick- 
ness is not unto death, but for the glory of God, 
that the Son of God might be glorified thereby. 

6 Now Jesus loved Martha, and her sister, and 
Lazams. 

6 When he had heard therefore tliat he was 
sick, he abode two days still in the same place 
where he was. 

7 Then after that sakh he to his disciples, Let 
vs go into Jodea again, 

8 His disciples say unto him, Master, the Jews 
of late sought to stone thee ; and goest thou thi- 
ther again! 

9 Jesos answered. Are there not twelve honri 
JH the day ? If any man walk in the day, h^ 
stnnibleth not, becsuse he seeUi the Hght w tb» 
world. 
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ST. JOBS. CHAP. XI. 



10 But if a man walk in the eight, he 8tiim> 
bletb, because there is no Hght in him. 

1 1 These thin^ sail! he : and after that he saith 
nnto them, Our friend Lnzarns sleepetb ; but I go, 
that I may awake him out of sleep. 

12 Thfn said his disciples. Lord, if he sleep, he 
shall do well. 

13 Howbeit Jesus spake of his death : but they 
thought that he had spoken of taking of rest in 
sleep. 

11 Then said Jesus unto them plainly, Lazsms 
is dead. 

15 And I am glad for your sakes that I was not 
there, to the intent je may believe ; nevertheless 
let us go unto him, 

16 Then said Thomas, which is called Didy- 
mus, unto his tel low- disciples, Let us also go, that 
we may die with him. 

17 Then when Jesus came, he found that he 
had liiin in the grave four days already. 

IS Now Bethany was nigh unto Jerusalem, 
about fifteen furlongs off: 

19 And many of the Jews came to Martha and 
Mary, to comfort them concerning their brother. 

20 Then Martha, as soon as she heard that 
Jesus was coming, went and.mtt him: but Mary 
sat stilt in the house. 

21 Then said Martha unto Jesns, Lord, if thou 
hadst been here, my brother had not died. 

22 But I know that, even now, whatsoever 
thou wilt ask of God, God will give ii thee. 

23 Jesus saith unto her, Thy brother shall rise 
again. 

24 Martha eaith unto him, 1 know that he shall 
rise again in the resurrection at the last day. 

2.5 Jesus saith unto her, I am the resurrection 
and the life : he that believeth in me, though he 
were dead, yet ahall he live : 
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■T. JOH». CHAP. XT. 

S6 And vboeoever liveth and belieTetfa in me 
shall never die. Beltevest thou this ? 

27 She saith unto him, Yea, Lord : I heliere 
that thoa art the Christ, the Son of God, which 
sht'.ltl come into the world. 

28 And when she had so said, phe went her 
way, and called Mary her Mister secretly, saying, 
The Master is come, and calleth for thee. 

29 As soon as she hewd that, she arose quickly, 
and came unto him. 

30 Now Jesus was not yet come into the town, 
hut was in that place where Martha met him. 

31 The Jews then which were with her in the 
honse, and comforted her, when they saw Mary, 
that she rose np hastily and went out, followed 
her, saying, She goeth unto the grave to weep 
there. 

32 Then when Mary was come where Jesus 
was, and saw him, she fell down at his feet, saying 
unto him. Lord, If thou hadst been here, my 
hrother had cot died. 

33 When Jesua thereftitesaw her weepBg, and 
the Jews also weeping which eame with her, he 
groaned in the spirit, and was trouhled, 

34 And said. Where have ye laid him P They 
said unto him. Lord, come and see. 

35 Jesus wept. 

36 Then said the Jews, Behold bow he lored 
him ! 

37 And some of them said. Could not this mao, 
which opened the eyes of the hlind, have caosed 
that even this man should not have died ? 

38 Jesus therefore again groaning in himself 
Cometh to the grave. It was a cave, and a stuite 
lay upon it. 

39 Jesus said. Take ye away the stone. Mar- 
tha, the sister of him that was dead, saith onto 
him, Lord, by this time he sUuketli : for he hath 
heen dead iota days. 
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ST. J«aN. CHAF. XI. 

40 Jesus eaith unto her, Said I not nnto Hnee, 
tiiat, it' thou WQukleat believe, thou sbouldest aee 
the glory of God ? 

41 Then they took away the stone from the 
place where the dead was laid. And Jesus liftoi 
up hie eyes, and said, Father, I thank thee that 
thou hast heard me. 

i'2 And 1 knew that thou hearest me alwava : 
but because of the people which stand t>y I said it, 
that they may beheye that thou hast peat me. 
' 43 And when he thus had ^ken, he eried wfth 
xload voice, Lasanis, come forth. 

44 And he that was dead eam^ forth, bound 
^and and foot with grave dothes ; and his tiace wo^ 
bound about with a napkin. Jesus saith uiit4 
them, I^oose him, and let him go. 

45 Then many of the Jews which earoe to Ma- 
ty, and had seen the things which Jesus did, be- 
lieved on him. 

46 But some of them went their ways to the 
Pharisees, and told them what ^bings J esus hud 
done. 

47 ^ Then gathered the chief priesta and the 
Pharisees a conneil, and said, What do we ? fhr 
this man doeth many miracles. 

48 If we let him thus alone, all men will believe 
on him : and the Romans shall come and tak* 
away both our place and nation. 

lif'And one of thetn, named Caiaphas, being 
the high priest that same year, said onto them, Ye 
luiow nothiug at all, 

50 Nor consider that it is expedient for us, that 
one man should die for the people, and that the 
whole nation perish not. 

SJ And this spake he not of himself : bnt being 
high [)riest that year, he prophesied that Jeeus 
ahoiild <li^ foi that ofttion ; 
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ST. JOHN. CHAF, ZII. 

{•2 And not for that nation only, but that also 
he should gather together in one the children of 
God that were scattered abroad. 

63 Then from that day forth they took counsel 
together for to put him to death. 

54 Jesus therefore walked no more openly amon|r 
the Jews ; but went thence nnto a country near to 
the wilderness, into a city called Ephraim, and 
there continued with his diedples. 

55 ^ And the Jews' paesorer . was nigb at 
hand : and many went out of the country up to 
Jenisalem before the passorer, to purify themeelres. 

56 Then sought they for Jesus, and spaka 
among themselves, as they stood in the temple, 
What think ye, that lie wiU not come to the 
feast P 

67 Now both the chief priests and the Pharisees 
had giTen a commandment, that, if any man knew 
where he were, he should shew it, that they might 
take him. 

CHAPTER XII.

, 3 Then took Mary a poaoi] of oioteieDt of 
spikenard, very costly, and uqointed tlie feet of 
/esue, aod wiped bie feet witlt ker b^ : uid ths 
house waa filled with the odoat of the oiotmeat. 

4 Th«B sakh one of his discipIeB, Jndas Iscariot, 
Anion's 9BH, wbieh dioald betray him. 

5 Why wftB not this ointeaeiit sold fi>r three 
hundred pence, and given to the poor ? 

6 This he siud, not that he cared for the poor ; 
but because he wa& a thief, and had the bag, and 
bare what was put therein. 

7 Then said Jeans, Let her alone: agtiaat the 
day of my burying hath she kept this. 

8 For the poor always ye hare with you ; but 
me ye have not always. 

9 Much people of the Jews therefore knew that 
he was there : and they came not for Jesus' sake 
e ily, hut that they might see Lazarus also, whom 
he had raised from the dead. 

10 ^ But the chief priests consulted that they 
might put Lazarus also to death ; 

11 Because that by reason of him many of the 
Jews went away, and believtd on Jesuis, 

12 ^ On the next day much people that were 
come to the feast, when they heard that Jeijus was 
coming to Jerusalem, 

13 Took bi^nchefi of palm trees, and went forth 
to meet him, and cried, Hostuina : Blessed is the 
King of Imrael that e^^netb in the name of the 
Lord. 

14 And Jesus, when he had fsoad a jomtg aaa, 
sat thereon ; as it is written, 

15 Fear not, daughter of Sion : behold, thy King 
Cometh, sitting on an ass's coit. 
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ST. JOmt. CBAT. III. 

16 Theee tliinga nnderatood not his disciples at 
tie first : but when Jesus was glorified, then re- 
membered they that these things were wrlttM of 
him, and that they had done these things onto him. 

17 The people therefore that was with him 
vhen he called Lazarus ont of his grave, and raised 
him from the dead, hear record. 

18 For this cause the people ako met lym, for 
that they heard that he had done this miracle. 

19 The Pharisees therefore said among them- 
selves, Perceive ye how ye prevail BothingP be- 
hold, the world is gone after him, 

20 ^ And there were certain Greeks among 
them that came up to worship at the feast : 

21 The same came therefore to Philip, which 
was of Bethsaida of Galilee, and desired him, say- 
ing. Sir, we would see Jesus. 

22 Philip Cometh and telleth Andrew : and 
again Andrew and Philip tel) Jesus. 

23 51 ^od JesDfi answered them, saying. The 
hoar is come, that the Son of man should be glori- 
fied. 

S4 Verilv, verily, I say unto yoo. Except a corn 
of wheat fall into the ground and die, it abideth 
alone : but if it die, it bringeth forth much fruit. 

25 He that loveth his life shall lose it ; and he 
that hateth his life in this world shall keep it onto 
life eternal. 

26 If any man serve me, let him follow me ; 
and where I am, there shall also my servant be : 
if any man serve me, him will my Father honour. 

27 Now is my soul troubled ; and what shall 
I say P Father, save me from this hoar : but for 
this cause came I unto this hour. 
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ST. JOHN. CHAP tn, 

28 Father, glorify thy name. Theii Came there 
a voice from heaven, aayingt I have both glorified 
it, and will glorify it again. 

29 The people therefore, that stood by, and 
heard t^, said that it thundered : others said. An 
uigel gpake to him. 

30 Jesus aaawered and eaid. This voice came not 
because of me, but for your sahes. 

31 Now ie the judgment of this world : now 
shall the prince of this world be cast out. 

32 And I, if I be lifted up from the earth, will 
draw all men unto me. 

33 This he said, signifying what death he Bhonld 
£e. 

34 The people answered him. We have heard 
out of the law that Christ abideth for ever : and 
and how sayest thou. The Son of roan mmt b« 
lifted np P who is this Son of man ? 

35 Then Jesus said unto them, Yet a little 
while is the light with you. Walk while ye have 
the light, lest darkness come upon you : for ho 
that walketh in darkness knowetb not whither he 
goeth. 

36 While ye have light, believe in the light, 
that ye may be the children of light. These things 
spake Jesus, and departed, and did hide himself 
from them. 

37 % But though he had done so many miracles 
before them, yet they believed not on him : 

38 That the saying of Esaias the prophet might 
be iiilfilled, which he spake. Lord, who hath be- 
lieved our report? and to whom hath the' arm of 
the Lord been revealed P 

39 Therefore they could not believe, because 
that Esaias said agun,

41 These things said Es^ae, when he saw hia 
gtoiy, and spake of him. 

42 % Nevertheless among th« chief mleraalao 
many beUeved on him ; hat because of the Phari- 
tees they did not contess Aim, lest they should be 
put oBt ol the synagogue : 

43 For they loved the praise of men more than 
the praise of God. 

44 % JesuB cried and said. He that believeth on 
Hae, believeth not on me, but on him that sent me. 

45 And he that seeth me seeth him that sent me. 

46 I am come a light into the world, that whoso- 
ever believeth on me should nut abide in darkness. 

47 And if any man hear my words, and believe 
not, I jiidge him not : for I came not to judge the 
world, but to save the world. 

48 He that rejecteth me, and receiveth not my 
words, hath one that judgeth him : the word that 
I have spoken, the eame shall judge him in the 
last day. 

49 For I have not spoken of myself; hut the 
Father which sent me, he gave me a commuid- 
ment, what I should say, and what I shonld speak. 

50 And I know that his commandment is life 
everlasting: whatsoever I speak therefore, even 
as the Father said unto me, so I speak. 
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ST. JOHN. CHAF. mil. 

CHAPTER XIU. 

1 Jesua wasketh the dtsiApUs" feet : e/vhorteth 
them to humility and charity. 18 He foretel- 
leth, and diacovereth to John by a token, that 
Jtidas should betray him : SI commandeth thetn 
to love one another, 36 and Jitreivameth Peter 
ofhia denial. 

NOW" before the feast of the passover, when 
JeB^a knew that his hour was come that he should 
depart out of this world unto the Father, having 
loved his own which were in the world, he Joved 
thent unto the end. 

2 And supper being ended, the devil having now 
put into the heart of Judas Iscariot, Simon's son, 
to betray him ; 

3 Jesus knowing that the Father had given all 
things into hia hands, and that he was come from 
God, and went to God ; 

4 He riseth from supper, and laid aside his gar- 
ments ; and took a towel, and girded himself. 

5 After that he poureth water into a bason, and 
began to wash the disciples' feet, and to wipe 
them with the towel wherewith he was girded. 

6 Then cometh he to Simon Peter : and Peter 
said unto him. Lord, dost thou waab my feet ? 

7 Jesus answered and said unto him. What I 
do thou knowest not now ; but thou shalt know 
hereafter. 

8 Peter saith unto him. Then sbalt never wash 
my feet, Jesus answered him, If I wash thee not, 
thou hast no part with me. 

9 Simon Peter saith unto him, Lord, not my 
feet only, but also my hands and my head. 
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ST. JOHN. CHAP. XIII. 

IQ Jesus saith to him, He that is washed need- 
eth not save to wash his feet, but is clean every 
vhit : and ye are clean, but not all. 

11 For he knew who should betray him ; there- 
fore said he. Ye are not all clean. 

12 So afler he had washed their feet, and had 
taken his garments, And was set down again, he 
said unto them, Kiiow ye what I have done ts 
you? 

13 Ye call me Master and Lord : and ye say 
well; for so I am. 

14 If I then, your Lord and Master, have 
washed your feet ; ye also ought to wash one 
anotber^s feet. 

15 For I have ^ven you an example, that ye 
should (hi as I have done to you. 

16 Verily, verily, I say unto you. The servant 
is not greater than his lord ; neither he that is 
B«nt greater than he that sent him. 

17 If ye know these things, happy are yo if ye 
do them. 

18 ^ I speak not of yon all : I know whom I 
have chosen : but that the scripture may be iul- 
filled. He that eateth bread with me hath lifted 
Up his heel against me. 

19 Now I tell yon before it come, that, when 
it is come to pass, ye may believe that I am 
he. 

20 Verily, verily, I say unto yow, He that re- 
eeiveth whomsoever I send receiveth me : and he 
that receiveth me receiveth him that sent me, 

21 When Jesus had thus said, he was troubled 
in spirit, and testified, »nd said, Verily, verily, 
I Ay unto you, that one of you sluul betray 
me. 

2% Then the disciples looked one on another, 
doubting of whom he spake. 
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ST. JOBX. CHAP. XIII. 

23 "Now there was leaning on Senas' IxMom 
one of his digciples, whom Jesus loved. 

24 Smon Peter therefore beckoned to him, 
that he should ask who it should be of whom he 
.spake. 

25 He then lying on Jesus' breast saitb unto 
him, Lord, who is it P 

26 Jesus answered, He it is, to whom I shall 
give a sop, wheu I have dipped it. And when be 
'had dipped the sop, he gave it to Judae Iscariot, 
the aon of %imon. 

27 And after the sop Satan entered into him. 
Then said Jeeus unto him, That thou doest, do 
quickly. 

28 Now no man at the table knew for what 
intent be spake this unto him. 

29 For some of them thought, because Judas 
tiad the bag, that Jesus had said unte hira, Bny 
those things that we have need of against tbe 
feast ; or, that he should give something to the 
poor. 

30 He thffli having received the sop went iia- 
eiediately out : and it was night. 

31 ^ Therefore, when he was gone out, . Jesus 
said. Now is the Son of ma,n glorified, and God 
is glorified in him. 

32 IfQod be glorified in him, God shall also 
glwify him in liHaseli^ and shall straightway gl*- 
rify kim. 

33 Little children, yet a little wbile I am with 

Jou. Ye shall seek me : and as I said unto tiio 
ewB, Whither ;I go, ye cannot come ; so now I 
say to yon. 

34 A new commandment I give unto you, That 
ye love one another ; as I have loved you, that ye 
also love one anothei. 
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ST. lOBH. CHAr. XIV. 

S5 By tUs shall aK men know that ya are my 
disciples, if ye have love one to another. 

36 fl" Simon Peter said unto him. Lord, whither 
goest thou? JesuB answered him. Whither I go, 
thou canst not follow me now ; bat thon shall fol- 
low me afterwards. 

37 Peter said unto him, Ijord, why cannot I 
foIk>w thee bow ? I will lay down my life for thy 
sake. 

38 Jesus answered him. Wilt thou lay down 
thy life for my sake ? Verily, verily, I say unto 
thee, The cock shall not crow, till thou hast denied 
me thrice. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

1 Christ comforteth his disciples with the hope tif 
heaven: 6 professeth himself the way, the 
truth, and the life, and one with the Father: 
13 assureth their prayers in his name to be 
effectual: 1.5 requesteth love and obedience, 
16 promisetk the ffoh/ Ghost the Comforter: 
27 and leaoeth kis peace with them. 

Let not your heart he troubled ; ye believe in 
God, believe also in me. 

2 In my Father's house are many mansions : if 
it were not so, I would have told you, I go to 
prepare a place for you. 

3 And if I go and prepare a place for yon, I 
will come again, and receive you unto myself j 
thai where I am, there ye may be also. 

4 And whither I go ye kaow, and the way ye 
know. 

5 Thomas saith unto him, Lord, we know not 
whither thou goest ; and how can we know the 
way? 
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ST. JOHN. CHAP. XIV. 

6 Jeans gaith unto him, I am the way, the 
truth, and the life : no man cometh unto the Fa- 
ther, but by me. 

7 If ye had known me, ye should have known 
my Father also : and from henceforth ye know 
him, and have seen him. 

8 Philip eaith unto him, Lord, shew us the 
Father, and it sufficeth ns. 

9 Jesus saith mito him, Have I been so long 
time with yon, and yet hast thou not known me, 
Philip ? he that hath seen me hath seen the Fa- 
ther; and how sayeet tbou then, Shew us the 
Father ? 

10 Believest thou not that I am in the Father, 
and the Father in me ? the words that I speak un- 
to you, I speak not of myself : but the Father 
that dwelleth in me, he doeth the works. 

11 Believe me that I am in the Father, and the 
Father in me : or else believe me for the very 
work^s sake. 

12 Verily, verily, I say unto you. He that be- 
lieveth on me, the works that I do shall he do 
also ; and greater works than these shall he do ^ 
because 1 go unto my Father. 

13 And whatsoever ye shall ask in my name, 
that will I do, that the Father may be glorified 
in the Son. 

14 If ye shall any thing io my name, I will do 
U. 

15 ^ IfyelovemCj keep my commandments.. 

16 And I will pray the- Father, and he shall 
give you another Comforter, that ye may abide 
with you for ever ; 

17 Even the spirit of trwth ; whom the world 
cannot receive, because it seeth him not, neither 
knoweth himf but ye know him ; for he dwelleth 
with you, and shall be in you. 
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ST. JOHN. (Map. xir. 

18 I will not leare yoa comfortless : 1 will 
Come to you, 

19 Yet alittIewlii)e,andthGTroTld seetbme no 
more ; but ye see me : because I live, ye shall live 
also. 

20 At that day ye shall know that I am in my 
Father, and ye iu me, and I in you. 

21 He that hath my commandments, and Iteep- 
eth them, he it is that loveth me : and he tluit 
lovetb me shaU be loved of my Father, and I will 
love him, and will manifest myself to him. 

22 Judas saith unto him, not Iscariot, Lord, 
how is it that thou wilt manifest thyself untous, 
and not unto the world ? 

23 Jesus answered and said unto him, If a num 
love me, he will keep my wurds : and my Father 
will love him, and we will come unto him, and 
make our abode with him. 

24 He that loveth me not keepeth not my say- 
ings : and the word which ye hear is not mine, 
but the Father^s which sent me. 

25 These things have I spoken unto you, beinff 
ifet present with you. 

26 But the comforter, which it the Holy Ghost, 
whom the Father will send in my name, he shall 
teach you all things, and bring afl things to your 
remembrance, whatsoever I have said miU> you. 

27 Peace I leave with you, my peace I give 
unto you : not as the world giveth, give I unto 
you. Let not your heart be troubled, neither let it 
be a&aid. 

28 Ye have heard how I said unto you, I go 
away, and come again unto you. If ye loved me, ye 
would rejoice, because I said, I go unto tte Father: 
for my Father is greater than I. 

29 And now I have told you before it come to 
pass, that, when it is come to pass, ye might be- 
lieve. 
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rr. joHW. CHAP. XV, 

30 Hereafter I will not talk mnch witK yon : 
for the prince of this world cometli, and liath no- 
thing in me. 

31 But that the world may know that I love 
the Father ; and as the Father gave me command- 
ment, even so I do. Arise, let us go hence. 

CHAPTER XV. 

1 The consolaHon and mutual hoe between Christ 
and his members, under the parable of the vine. 
18 A comfort in the hatred and persecution of 
the wmld. 26 The office of the Holy Ghost 
and of the Apostles. 

1 AM the true vine, and my Father is the hus- 
bandman. 

2 Every hraneh in me that beareth not fruit he 
taketh away : and every branch that beareth fruit, 
he pur^eth it, that it may bring forth more ftuit. 

3 Now ye are clean through the word which I 
have spoken unto you. 

4 Abide in me, and I in you. As the branch 
cannot bear fniit of itself, except it abide in the 
vine ; no. more can ye, except ye abide in me. 

5 I am the vine, ye are the branches : He 
that abideth in me, and I in him, the same bring- 
eth forth much fruit : for without me ye can do 
n ) thing. 

6 If a Man abide net in me, he is cast forth as 
a branch, and is withered ; and men gather thern^ 
and cast them into the fire, and they are burned. 

7 If ye abide in me, and my words abide in 
you, ye shall ask what ye will, and it shall be done 
unto vou. 

8 Herein is my Father glorified, that ye bear 
much fruit ; so shall ye be my disciples. 

9 As the Father hath loved me, so have I loved 
you : continue ye in my love. 
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ST. JOHN. CHAP. XV, 

10 If ye keep my commandments, ye sliall »- 
bide in my love; even as I have kept my Father's 
commandments, and abide in his love. 

11 These things have I spoken nnto yoB, that 
my Joy might remain in you, and *Aa? your joy 
might be full. 

1 2 This is my commandmeDt, that ye love one 
another, as I have loved you. 

13 Greater love hath no man than this, that a 
man lay down his life for his friends. 

14i Ye are my frienda, if ye do whatsoever I 
command you. 

15 Henceforth I call yon not servants; for the 
servant knoweth not what his lord doeth : but I 
have called you friends ; for all thing^s that I have 
heard of my Father I have made known nnto 
you. 

16 Ye have not chosen me, but I have ctosen 
you, and ordained yom, that ye should go and bring 
forth fruit, and that your Brnit should remain : 
that whatsoever ye shall ask of the Father in my 
name, be may give it you. 

17 These things I command yon, that ye lov« 
one another. 

18 If the world hate yon, ye know that it hat^ 
ed me befiwe it hated you. 

19 If ye were of the world, the world would 
love his own : but because ye are not of the world, 
but I have chosen yon out of the world, therefore 
the world hateth you. 

20 Remember the word that I said nnto you, 
The servant is not greater than his lord. If they 
have persecuted me, they will also persecote yon ; 
if they have kept my saying, they will keep yoor'a 
ftlso. 
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ST. JOHN. CSAF. XVI. 

21 But all Chese things will they do unto you 
for mj name's Make, because they kaovr not him 
that sent me. 

22 If I had not come and spoken unto them, 
they bad not had sin : but now they have no cloke 
for their sin. 

23 He that hateth me hateth my Father also. 

24 If I had not done among them the works 
■which none other man did, they had not had sin ; 
but no^ have they both seen and hated both me 
and my Father. 

25 But this Cometh to pass, that the word might 
be fulfilled that is written in their law, They hat- 
ed me without a cause. 

26 But when the Comforter is come, rt-hom I 
•will send unto you from the Father, even the 
Spirit of truth, which proceedeth from the Father, 
he shall testify of me : 

27 And ye also shall bear witness, because ye 
have been with me irom the beginning. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

1 Christ comforteth his disciples against tribula' 
Hon by the promise of the Holy Ghost, and by 
his resurrection and ascension: 23 assureth 
their prayers made in his name to be acceptable 
to his Father. 33 Peace in Christ, and in the 
world affiiction. 
THESE things have I spoken unto you, that 

ye should not be offended, 

2 They shall put you out of the synagogues : 
yea, the time cometh, that whosoever killeth you 
will think that he doeth God service. 

3 And these things will they' do unto yon, be- 
cause they have not known the Father, nor me. 

4 But these things have I told yon, that when 
the time shall come, ye may remember that I told 
you of them. And these things 1 said not unto 
you at the beginning, because I was with you. 
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ST. JOHN. CHAP. XVI. 

E Bui BOW I go my way to him that sent me ; 
and none of you aaketh me, Whither goest thou ? 

€ But because I have said these things Unto you, 
Botrow hath filled your heart. 

7 Nevertheless I tell you the truth ; It is ex- 
pedient for yon that I go away : for if I go not 
away, the Comforter will not come unto you ; bub 
if I depart, I will send him unto you. 

8 And when he is come, he will reprove the 
world of sin, and of righteousneai, and of judg- 
ment: 

9 Of sin, because they believe not on me; 

10 Ofrighteousness, becauBel goto my Father, 
and ye see me no more ; 

11 Ofjudgment, because the prince ofthisworld 
is judged. 

12 1 have yet many things to say unto you, bat 
ye cannot bear them now. 

13 Howheit when he, the Spirit of truth, is 
come, he will guide you into aii truth : for he shall 
not speak of himself; but whatsoever he shall 
hear, thai shall he speak : and he will shew you 
things to come. 

14 He shall glorify me : for he shall receive of 
mine, and shall shew U unto you. 

15 All things that the Father hath are mine : 
therefore said I, that he shall take of mine, and 
shew it unto you. 

16 A little while, and ye shall not see me : and 
again, a little while, and ye shall see me, becauss 
I go to the Father. 

17 Then said some of hie disciples among them- 
selves, What is this that he saith unto us, A litUe 
while, and ye shall not see me : and again, a littla 
while, and ye shall see me : and, Because I go to 
the Father ? 
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ST. JOHN. CHAP. XVI. 

18 They said therefore. What is this that he 
saith, A little while? we canoot tell what he 
aaith. 

19 Now Jesns kDew that they were desiroiis to 
aak him, and said unte them. Do ye enquire aiDoog 
yourselves of that I said, A little while, and ye 
fihall not eee me : and again, a little while, and 
je shall see me ? 

20 Verily, verily, I say unto you, That ye shall 
weep and lament, but the world shall rejoice : and 
ye shall be sorrowful, but your sorrow shall be 
turned into joy. 

21 A woman when she is in travail hath sorrow, 
because her hour is come : but as soon as she is 
delivered of the child, she lemembereth no more 
the anguish, for joy that a man is born into-tho 
world, 

22 And ye now therefore have sorrow: but I 
will see you again, and your heart shall rejoice, 
and your joy no man taketh from you, 

23 And in that day ye shall ask me nothing. 
Verily, verily, I say unto you, Whatsoever ye shall 
ask the Father in my name, he will give it you. 

24 Hitherto have ye asked nothing in my name: 
ask, and ye shall receive, that your joy may be 
full. 

25 These things have I spoken unto you in 
proverbs ; but the time cometh, when I shall no 
more speak unto you in proverbs, but I shall shew 
you plainly of the Father. 

26 At that day ye shall ask in my name : and 
I say not unto you, that I will pray the Father 
for you : 

27 For the Father himself loveth you, because 
ye have loved me, and have believed that I came 
out from God,

39 His disciplea said unto him, Lo, now speak- 
est thon plainly, and speakest no proverb. 

30 Now are we gure that thou knoweat all 
things, and needcet not that any man should ask 
thee : by this we believe that thou earnest forth, 
from God. 

31 Jesus answered them, Do ye now believe ? 

32 Behold, the hour cometh, yea, is now come, 
that ye shall be scattered, every man to his own, 
and shall leave me atone : and yet I am not alone, 
because the Father is wiHi me. 

33 I'hese things I have spoken unto you, thai 
in me ye might have peace. In the world ye shall 
have tribulation: but be of good cheei; I have 
overcome the world. 

CHAPTER XVII. 
1 Christ prayeth to his Father to glorify him, 6 

to preserve his apostles, 11 in unity, 17 and 

truth, 20 to glorify them, andallother believers 

vnth him in heaven, 

THESE words spake Jesus, and lifted up his 
eyes to heaven, and said. Father, the hour ia 
come ; glorify thy Son, that thy Son also may glo- 
rify thee : 

2 As thou hast given him power over all fiesh, 
that he should give eternal lite to as many as thou 
Last given him. 

3 And this ia life eternal, that they might know 
thee the only true God, and Jesus Christ, whom 
thou hast Bent. 

4 I have gluriHed thee on the earth : I hav* 
finished the work which thou gavest me to do.

8 For I have given unto them the words which 
thou gaveet me ; and they have received them, and 
have known surely that I came out trom thee, and 
they have believed that thou didet send me. 

9 I pray for them : I pray not for the world, 
hut for them which thon hast ^ven me ; for they 
are thine. 

10 And all mine are thine, and thine are mine ; 
and I am glorified in them. 

11 And now I am no more in the world, but 
these are in the world, and I come to thee. Ho- 
ly Father, keep through thine own name those 
whom thou hast given me, that they may be one, 
as we are. 

12 While I was with them in the world, I kept 
them in thy name : those that thon gavf«t me I 
have kept, and none of them i^i lost, but the son 
of perdition ; that the scripture might be fulfilled. 

13 And DOW come I to thee ; and these things 
I speak in the world, that they might have my 
joy fulfilled in themselves. 

14 I have ^venthem thy word; and the worid 
hath hated them, because they are not of the 
world, even as 1 am not of the world. 

15 I pray not that thon sbouldst take them out 
of the world, but that thou sbouldst keep them 
from the evil, 

16 They are not ofthe world, even as I am not 
of the world.

17 Sanctify them thrDngli th; troth : tbj vwrd 
is truth. 

18 As thon hast sent me into the world, even so 
have I also sent them into the world. 

19 AndfoFtheir sakea I sanctif;' myself, that 
they also might be eanctttied through the tratb. 

20 Neither pray I for these slone, hot for them 
sleo which shall helieve oa me through their 
word ; 

SI That they all may be one ; as thon. Father^ 
art in me, and I in tliee, that they also may be 
one in us : that the world may believe that thon 
hast sent me. 

22 And the glory which thou gavest me I hare 
j^ven themi; that they may be one, even as we are 
one : 

23 I in them, and thou in me, that they may b» 
made perfect in one ; and that the world ma^ 
l;now that thou hast i^cnt me, and hast loved tbem, 
as thou hast loved me. 

24 Father, I will that they also, whom thoa 
babt given me, be with me where I am ; that they, 
may behold my glory, which thon hast given me : 
for thou luvedst me before the foaudatioD of th» 
world. 

26 O righteous Father, the world hath not known 
thee : but I have known thee, and these have known 
that thou hast sent me.

When Jesna had spoken these words, he went 
forth w!th hia disciples over the brook Cedron, 
where was a garden, into the which be entered, 
and his disciples. 

2 And Judas also, which betrayed him, knew 
the place : Tor Jesus •fttimes resorted thither with 
his disciples. 

3 Jndas then, having received a band of men 
and officers Jrom the chief priests and Pharisees, 
Cometh thither with laatems and torches and wea- 
pons. 

4 Jesns therefore, knowing all things that 
should come npon him, went rarth, and said onto 
them. Whom seek- ye? 

6 They answered him, Jesus of Nazareth. 
Jesus saith unto them, I am he. And Judas also, 
which betrayed him, stood with them. 

6 As soon then as he had said nnto them, 1 am 
he, they went backward, and fell to the ground. 

7 Then asked be them again, Whom seek ye ? 
And they eaid, Jesus of Nazareth. 

8 Jesus answered, Ihave told yon that I mahe: 
if therefore ye seek me, let these go their way : 

9 That the saying might be fulfilled, which he 
spake. Of them which thou gavest me, have I lost 

10 Then Simon Peter having a sword drew it, 
and smote the high priest's servant, and cut off his 
right ear. The servant's name was Malchns. 

11 Then said Jesus unto Peter, Put up tUy 
sword into the sheath : the cup which my Father 
hath given me, shall I not drink it ? 
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WT. JOBK. CAHP. TVra, 

IS Tben ^e liaiKl srcI the captain and sffiMrt 
itf the Jews took Jeans, andbonndhim, 

13 And led him away to Annas first ; for hs 
was father in law to Caiapbaa, which was the high 
yrieet that game year. 

14 Now Caiaphas was he, which gave conngel 
to the Jews, that it was expedient that sue ffin 
should die for the people. 

15 '^ And Simon Peter followed Jeans, and to 
did another disciple : that disciple was known unto 
the bi^ priest, and went in with Jesus into the 
palace of the high priest. 

) 6 Bat Peter stood at the doer withont. Thea 
went ont that other disciple, which was known nn- 
to the high priest, and spake nnto her that kept the 
door, and brought in Peter. 

17 Then saith the damsel that kept the door 
Unto Peter, Art not thon also one of this man's 
disciples ? He stuth, I am not. 

18 And the eerrants and officers stood there, 
vho bad made afire of coals; for it was cold : and 
they warmed themselves : and Peter stood with 
them, and warmed himself. 

19 ^ The high priest then asked Jesus of his 
disciples, and of his doctrine. 

20 Jesus answered him, I spake openly to tbe 
World ; I ever tuught in the synagogue, and in the 
temple, whither the Jews always resort ; and in 
■ecret have 1 said nothing. 

21 Why askcKt ttou me ? ask them wbijA 
heard me, what I have said unto themi behold, 
they know wliat I said. 

22 And when be had thus spoken, ooeoftha 
i^cers which stood by struck Jesus with the pal"" 
of his hand, saying, A nswereet thou the high prie^ 
wj' 
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ST. JOVN. CHAP. XVIII. 

23 JegQS answered him, If I have spoken CTil, 
bear witness of the evil : but if well, why amitest 
thou me ? 

24 Now Annas had sent him bound nnto Caia- 
phas the high priest. 

25 And Simon Peter stood and warmed himself. 
They said therefore unto him, Art not tbon also 
one of his disciples ? He denied it, and said, I 
am not. 

26 One of the servants of the h!i;h priest, being 
hU kinf^man whose ear Peter cut off, saith, Did not 
I see thee in the garden with him P 

27 Peter then denied again : and immediately 
the cock crew. 

28 V Then led they Jesus from Caiaphas unto 
the hall of judgment : and it was early ; and they 
themselves went not into the judgment hall, lest 
they shonld be defiled ; but that they might eat 
the pasaover. 

29 Pilate then went out nnto them, and eaid, 
What accusation bring ye against this man ? 

30 They answered and said nnto him, If he 
were not a malefactor, we would not have deliver- 
ed him up unto thee. 

31 Then said Pilate nnto them. Take ye him, 
and judge him according to your law. The Jews 
therefore said unto him. It is not lawful for us to 
put any man to death : 

32 That the sayins of Jesus might be fulfilled, 
which he spake, signifying what death he should 
die. 

33 Then Pilate entered into the judgment ball 
again, and called Jesus, and said unto him, Art 
thou the King of the Jews? 

Si Jesus aRswered him, Sayest thon this thing 
of thyself, or did others tell it thee of me ?

35 Pilate answered, Am I a Jew ? Thine owa 
DstioB and the chief priests have delivered thee 
uoto me : what ha&t thou done ? 

36 JeeOB anewered, My kingdom is not of this 
world : if m^ kingdom were of this worlil, then 
vould mj servauts fight, that I should oot be 
delivered to the Jews : hut now is my kiuj^dom 
Hot from hence. 

37 Pilate therefore said unto him, Art thnn a 
king then ? Jesus answered. Thou sayest thai t 
am a i<in^. To this end was t born, and for this 
cause came I into the world, that I should bear 
witness unto the tmth. Every one that ia of the 
truth heareth my voice. 

38 Pilflte saith unto him. What is truth t And 
when he had said this, he went out again unto th« 
Jews, and saith unto them, I iiud in him do fault 
at all, 

39 But ye have a custom, that T should release 
unto you one at the passover : will ye therefore 
that IreLa^e unto you the King of the' Jewij ? 

¥) Then cried they all again, saying. Not this 
man, but Barabbajj. Now iiarabbae was a rob* 
ber. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

1 CkrUt is aroiirged, crowned wUk tkorrUy and 
lieo/tn. 4 Pilnte ia desiioua to release him, 
hnt tuing imermme with the outrage of the Jews, 
he dtflhered him tn be crucified. 23 They cast 
lots for his garments. 26 He comnuindeth hia 
mother to Juhn. 28 Hfi dieth. 31 His side it 
pierced. 38 He ia buried by Joseph and Nico- 
demus. 

THEN Pilate therefore tookJesos, audsconig' 
edAwn. 
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ST. JOttS. CHAT, XIK. 

2 And the soldiers platted a crown of thonts, 
and pnt it on his head, and they put on him af 
pnrple robe, 

3 And said, Hail, King of the Jews .' and they 
Bmote him with their hands. 

4 ^ Pilate therefore went forth again, and saith 
onto them. Behold, I bring him forth to you, that 
ye may know that I find no feult in him. 

5 Then came Jesus forth, wearing the crown of 
thorns, and the purple robe. And Pilate saithr 
unto them. Behold the man ! 

6 When the chief priests therefore and officers' 
saw him, they cried out, saying, Cmcity him, cru- 
cify Aim, Pilate saith unto them. Take ye him, 
and crucify Aim : for I find no tiault in him. 

7 The Jews answered him. We have a law, and 
by our law he ought to die, because he made him* 
self the Son of God. 

8 5[ When Pilate therefore heard that saying, 
he was the more afraid ; 

9 And went again into the judgment hall, and 
saith unto Jesus, Whence art thou P But Jesus 
gave him no answer. 

10 Then saith Pilate unto him, Speakeat thou 
not unto me ? knoweat thou not that I have pow- 
er to crucify thee, and have power to release 
theeP 



11 Jesus answered. Thou couldest have no pow- 
er at all against me, except it were given thee 
from above : therefore he that delivered me unto 
thee hath the greater sin. 

12 And from thenceforth Pilate sought to re- 
lease him : but the Jews cried out, saying. If thou 
let this man go, thou art not Cesar's niend : who- 
soever maketh hinxeelf a king speaketh against 
Cesar. 
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ST. JAHH. CHAT. XIX. ' 

13 5[ When 'PUaiti therefore heard that Sn^g-, 
ht bronght Jeans forth, and sftt down in the jndg' 
ment seat, in a place that is called the Patemeat) 
but in the Hebrew, Uabbatha. 

14 And it Wae the preparation of the pa«K>Ter, 
find abont the sixth honr : and h« stuth nnto Ui« 
JewR, Behold ^oor ting i 

15 But they cried ont. Away with him, away 
Krith Mm, croeify him. Pilate saith nnto them, 
ahall I crocify your King ? The chief priests an- 
Bwered, We have no king hut Cesar. 

19 Then delivered he him therefore unto them 
to he crucified. And they took Jesus, and led 
him away, 

17 51 A°^ ^^1 hearing hie cross, went forth into 
a place called the place of a scnll, which is called 
In the Hebrew, Golgotha ; 

18 Where they crucified him, and two other 
with him, on either side one, and Jeeos ia the 
midst. 

19 ^ And Pilate wrote a title, and put ti on 
ihe cross. And the writing was, JE8US OP 
NAZARETH THE KING OF THE JEWS. 

20 This title then read many of the Jews : for 
the place where Jesns was crucified was Digb to tha 
City : and it was written in Hebrew, and Greek, 
and Latin. 

21 Then said the chief priests of the Jcwa to 
Pilate, Write not, The King of the JewB; hnt 
that he said, I am King of the Jews. 

S2 Pilate answered, What I have written X 
liave written. 
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ST. JOHN. CHAP. Six. 

23 ^ Then the Boldiers, when they had crilci- 
fied Jesus, took his garmeuts, and made four parts, 
to every soldier a part ; and also kis coat : now 
the coat was without seam, woven from the top 
throughout. 

24 They said therefore among themselves. Let 
us not reud it, but cast lots for it, whoee it shall 
be : that the scripture might be fulfilled, which 
saith, They parted my raiment among them, and 
for my vesture they did oast lots. These things 
therefore the soldiers did. 

25 ^ Now there stood by the cross of Jesus 
his mother, and his mother's sister, Mary the wife 
of Cleophas, and Mary Magdalene. 

26 When Jesus therefore saw his mother, and 
the disciple standin;^ by whom he loved, he saith 
unto his mother, Woman, behold thy son ! 

27 Then aaith he to the disciple. Behold thv 
mother! And from that hour that disciple took 
her unto his own home. 

28 ^ After this, Jesus knowing that all things 
were now accomplished, that the scripture might 
be fulfilled, saith, I thirst. 

29 Now there was set a vessel full of vinegar ; 
and they filled a sponge with vinegar, and put it 
upon hyssop, and put it to his mouth. 

30 When Jesus therefore had received the vine- 
gar, he said. It is finished : and he bowed his head, 
and gave up the ghost. 

31 The Jews therefore, because it was the pre- 
paration, that the body should not remain upon 
the cross on the sabbath day, (for that sabbath 
day was an high day,) besought Pilate that their 
legs might be broken, and thai they might be 
taken away. 

32 Then came the soldiers, and brake the legs 
of the first, and of the other which was cmdfied 
with him. 
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tT. JOHN. CHAP. XX. 

83 Bat when the; came to Jesos, and saw that 
be wm dead already, they brake not his legs : 

34 Bat one of the soldiers with a spear pierced 
his side, and forthwith came thereout blood and 
water. 

35 And he that saw it bare record, and his re- 
cord is true ; aod he knoweth that he saith true, 
that ye might believe. 

36 For these things were done, that the scrip- 
tare shoald be fulfilled, A bone of him shall not be 
broken. 

37 And again another scriptare eaitit. They 
fihall look on him whom they pierced. 

88 ^ And after this, Jeseph of Arimathea, (be- 
ing a disciple of Jeeua, but secretly for fear of the 
Jews,) besou^t Pilate that he might take away 
the body of Jesus : and Pilate gave him leave. 
He came therefore, and took the body of Jesns. 

39 And there came also Nicodemas, (which at 
the first came to Jesos by night,) and brought a 
mixture of myirh and aloes, about an hundred 
pound tcetghi. 

40 Then tnok they the body of Jesus, and 
wound it in linen clothes with the spices, as th«) 
manner of the Jews is to bury. 

41 Now in the place where he waff crneified 
there was a garden ; and in th« garden a new 
sepniehre, wherein was never man yet hud. 

42 There laid they Jesas therefore, because oi 
the Jews^ preparation day ; fer the sepukhic waa 
fiigh at hand. 

CHAPTER XX. 

1 Mary cometh ta the aejmltskre : 3 m do Petet 
and John, ignorant of the resurrection* 1\ 
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ST. JOHN. CHAP. XI, 

' Jesus appeareth to Mary Magdalene, 19 and 
to his disciple. 24 The incredulity, and con- 
fessiontof Thomas. 30 The scripture is sttffi^ 
dent to salvation. 

THE first day of the week cometh Mary Mag- 
^lene early, when it was yet dart, unto the se- 
pulchre, and seeth the atone taken away from the 
eepalchre. 

2 Then she runneth, and cometh to Simon Peter, 
and to the other disciple whom Jesus loved, aod 
Baith unto them. They have taken away the Lord 
ogt of the sepulchre, and we know not where they 
hare laid him. 

3 Peter therefore went forth, and that other 
disciple, and came to the sepulchre. 

4 So they ran both together : and the other dis^ 
ciple did outrun Peter, and came first to the se- 
pulchre. 

5 And he stooping down, and lookit^ in, saw 
flie linen clothes lying; yet went he not in. 

6 Then cometh Simon Peter following him, and 
weut into the sepulchre, and seeth the lineo 
clothes lie, 

7 And the napkin, that was ahout his head, not 
lying with the linen clothes, but wrapped together 
in a place by itself. 

8 Then wentinalso that other disciple which came 
first to the sepulchre, and he saw, and believed. 

9 For as yet they knew not the scripture, that 
he must rise again Irom the dead. 

10 Then the disciples went away again unto 
their own home. 

11^ But Mary stood without at the sepul- 
chre weeping : and, as she wept, she stooped 
down, and looked into the sepulchre, 

12 And seeth two angels in white sittmg, th« 
one at the head, and the other at the ieet, where 
the body of Jesus had lain. 
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ST. JOHN. CHAr. XZ. 

13 And tb«7 e»f anto her. Woman, why we«p- 
est thon ? she saith imto them, Became they have 
taken away my Lord, and I know not where they 
have laid him. 

14 And when she had thus said, she tamed 
herself back, and saw Jesns ettmding^, and knew 
sot that it waa Jmos. 

15 JesDs saith unto her. Woman, why weflpeet. 
thou ? Whom seekest thou P She, supposing him to 
he ih» gardeoer, saith unto him, Sir, if thou bav« 
home him hence, tell m« where thou hast toid hiu, 
and I will talce him away. 

16 Jesus saith unto her, Mary. She turned her- 
self, and saith unto him, Rabboni ; which is to 
say. Master. 

17 Jeaus aaith unto her, Tonch me net ; for I 
am not yet ascended to my Father : but go to my 
brethren, and say unto them, I ascend unto my 
Father, and your Father ; and to my God, and your 
God. 

IS Mary Magdalene came and told the disciplea 
that she had seen the Lord, and that he had spoken 
these things unio her. 

19 ^ Then the same day at erening, b^ng the 
first dm/ t^ the week, when the doors were idmt 
where the disciples were a««embled for f«ar of the 
Jews, came Jesus, and stood in tha midst, and 
saith onto them. Peace be unto yon. 

20 And when he had no said, he ^ewed unto 
them Am hands and his side. Then were the dis* 
ciples glad when they saw the Lord. 

21 Then said Jesus to them agmn, Peace fre un- 
to yon: as my Father hath sent me, ereoso send I 
you. 

22 And when he had said ibis, he breathed es 
thtm, and saith nuto them, Receiye ye the Holy 
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■T. JOBH. cKAt. ZXI. 

-^ Wbo§e aoerer Bins y« remit, thej an remit- 
ted unto them ; and wliose soerer «uw ye rettdn, 
they are retaiDed. 

2i % But Thomas, one of the twelve, called 
Didjmiiis, TBS not with them when Jesus came. 

25 The other dieciples therefore said onto him. 
We hare seen the Lord. But he said unto them, 
Except I shall see in his bands the print of the 
nails, and pat my finger into the print of the nails, 
and thrust my hand into his side, I will not be- 
lieve. 

26 5[ ^"^ after eight days, again his disciples 
were within, and Thomas with them : then came 
Jesus, the doors being shut, and stood in the 
midst, and stud. Peace be unto you. 

27 Then saith he to Thomas, Reach hither thy 
finger, and behold my h^nds ; and reach hither 
thy hand, and thrust ii into my aide : and be not 
faithless, but believing. 

28 And Thomas answered and said unto him. 
My Lord and my God. 

29 Jesus saith unto him, Thomas, because thoa 
hast seen me, thou hast believed: blessed are 
they that have not seen, and yet have believed. 

30 ^ And many other signs truly did Jesus is 
the presence of his disciples, which are not written 
in this book : 

31 But these are written, that ye might believe 
that Jesus is the Christ, the Son of Ood ; and that 
believing ye might have iife through his muae. 

CHAPTER XXL 

1 Christ appeiring again to his ditc^tlet i 
known of them by the great draught of fiahea.

AFTER these things Jesus shewed himself 
again to the diaciples at the sea of Tiberias ; and 
OS tluB wise shewed he himself. 

a There were together Simon Peter, and Thomas 
called Didymos, and Nstbanael of Cana in Galilee, 
and the vma of Zebedee, and two other of his difr- 
ciples. 

3 Simon Peter saith unto them, I go a fishiog. 
They say unto him. We also go with thee. They 
went forth, and entered into a ship immediately ; 
and that night they caught nothing. 

4 But when the morning was now come, Jesus 
stood on the shore : but the disciples knew not that 
it was Jesus. 

5 Then Jesos saith unto them, Children, have ye 
any meat ? They answered him, No, 

6 And he said unto them, Cast the net on the 
right side of the ship, and ye shall find. They cast 
therefore; and now they were not able to di-aw it 
for the multitude of fishes. 

7 Therefore that disciple whom Jesus loved suth 
unto Peter, It is the Lord. Now, when Simon Peter 
heard that it was the Lord, he ^rt hia fishe/acoat 
rmto him, (for he was naked,) and did cast himself 
into the sea. 

8 And the other disciples came in a little ship ; 
(for they were not far from land, but as it were two 
hundred cubits,) dragging the net with fishes. 

9 As soon then as they were come to land, they 
saw a fire of coals there, and fish lud thereon, and 
bread. 

10 Jesus saith unto them, Bring of the fish which 
ye have now caught. 

11 Simon Peter went up, and drew the net to land 
full of great fishea, an hundred and fifty and three : 
and for all there were so many, yet was not th« 
net broken. • 
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ST. JOHK. CHAF. XXI. 

12 % Jesos ssuth nato them. Come and dine. And 
none of the disciples durst ask him. Who art thoa ? 
knowing that it was th« Lord. 

13 Jesos then cometh, and taketh bread, BaA 
gireth them, and fish likewise. 

14 This is now the third time that Jesua shewed 
himself to his disciples afi«r that he was risen irom 
the dead. 

16 ^ So, when they had dined, Jesns saith to 
Simon Peter, Simon, «on of Jonas, lovestthon me 
more than these ? He saith onto him. Yea, Lord ; 
thou kuowest that I love thee. He eaith onto him, 
Feed my lambs. 

16 He saith to him again the secoud time, Simon, 
ion of Jonas, lovest thuu me P He saith unto him. 
Yea, Lord ; thou knowest that I love thee. He 
aaith unto him, Feed my sheep. 

17 He saith unto him the third time, Simon, son 
of Jonas, lovest thou me? Peter was grieved be- 
eanse he said unto him the third time, Lovest thou 
me P And he said unto him, Lord, thou knowest a31 
things; thou knowest that I love thee. Jesus eaith 
onto him. Feed my sheep. 

18 Verily, verily, I say unto the«,Wheo thon wa- 
st young, thou girdedst thyself, and walkedstwhither 
thou wouldest: but when thou shalt be old, thou 
shalt stretch forth thy hands, and another shall 
gird thee, and carry thee whither thou wouldest not. 

19 This spake he, signifying by what death he 
should glorify Ood. And when he had spoketi this, 
he saith onto him, Follow me. 
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rr. JOHK. CHAP. ZXI. 

20 Then Peter, tarning about, seeth the disciple 
vhom Jesus loved following ; which also leaned on 
his breast at supper, and said. Lord, which is he that 
betrayeth thee F 

21 Peter seeing him, aaith to Jesos, Lord, and 
what shall this man do 1 

2S Jeans aaith unto him, If I will that he tarry 
tilt I come, what ia that to thee P follow thoa me. 

23 Then went this sajing abroad among the 
hrethren, that that disciple should not die : yet J esus 
said not unto him. He shall not die ,- but, if I will 
that he tarry till I come, what ia that to thee ? 

24^ This is the disciple which testifieth of these 
things, and wrote these things ; and we know that 
bis testimony ia true. 

25 And there are alao many other things which 
Jesna did, the which, if they should be written 
every one, I suppose that even the world itself 
could not contam the books that should be written.
